Trizivir ad 
generates 
controversy 

by Bob Roehr 


A n ad attacking the AIDS drug 
Trizivir ran in the Washington 
Blade on August 29 and is sched¬ 
uled to run in Frontiers in Los Ange¬ 
les. It carried a bold red headline 
“Trizivir Warning” and advised in 
smaller black type that the drug 
should not be taken alone. 

The AIDS Healthcare Foundation, 
based in Los Angeles, placed the ad as 
part of its ongoing feud with the 
pharmaceutical giant GlaxoSmithK¬ 
line, which manufactures Trizivir. 
AIDS doctors and service organiza¬ 
tions reacted to the ad and AHF’s ef¬ 
forts against the drug with concern 
and frustration. 

Trizivir is a combination of three 
nucleoside analogs, AZT, 3TC, and 
abacavir. The single pill taken twice a 
day is easy to use and is the fifth 
largest selling AIDS drug in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

In March the National Institutes of 
Health stopped the Trizivir arm of a 
clinical trial because it was “inferior” 
to arms that contained Sustiva. It 
found that after 32 weeks, 21 percent 
of the Trizivir group but only 10 per¬ 
cent of the Sustiva group experienced 
virologic “failure,” which was defined 
very conservatively as a viral load 
greater than 200. Those with de¬ 
tectable viral loads who were on 
Trizivir also were more likely to have 
developed viral mutation resistance 
points to nucleoside analogs. 

In a letter to the FDA on August 
19, AHF asked that agency to with¬ 
draw market approval of Trizivir, ban¬ 
ning its sale. It charged that the drug 
“has been shown to have minimal ef¬ 
fectiveness ... that renders it unsafe.” 
It also wants to stop the company 
from advertising it as a one-pill regi¬ 
men. 

AHF Executive Director Michael 
Weinstein acknowledged in a phone 
conversation that their pharmacies 
continue to stock Trizivir. He said, 
“We don’t interfere in the practice of

Schwarzenegger’s use of lag’ 
in old interview 'troubles’ gays

A rnold Schwarz¬ 
enegger is 
downplaying 
comments he 
made in a Oui maga¬ 
zine interview from 
1977 in which he 
used the term “fag” 
and discussed having 
group sex with a 
woman. 

“My crazy days,” 
the gubernatorial 
candidate told re¬ 
porters shouting 
questions at him as 
he made his way 
through a crowd dur¬ 
ing his Labor Day ap¬ 
pearance at the Cali¬ 
fornia State Fair in 
Sacramento. When 
first confronted 
about the interview 
after it surfaced on 

the TheSmokingGun.com Web site last 
week, Schwarzenegger said he didn’t remem¬ 
ber it and that he never lived his life with the

intention of be¬ 
coming a politi¬ 
cian. 

Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger told the now- 
defunct adult 
men’s magazine: 
“Men shouldn’t 
feel like fags just 
because they want 
to have nice-look¬ 
ing bodies.... Gay 
people are fighting 
the same kind of 
stereotyping that 
bodybuilders are: 
People have cer¬ 
tain misconcep¬ 
tions about them 
just as they do 
about us. Well, I 
have absolutely no 
hang-ups about 
the fag business...” 

Geoff Kors, the 
executive director 
of Equality Cali- 
fornia, a statewide 
LGBT rights group, said he found the com¬ 
ments “troubling.” Equality California has 
come out against the recall. 


“I would hope he would acknowledge 
that he wouldn’t use a term like ‘faggot’ again 
the way he did,” Kors said. “The flip side is 
that he also said that bodybuilders have to 
face the wrong stereotypes and that that is 
also true of gay men. It would have been nice 
if he used a different term, but I think there 
was something that was positive he said as 
well.” 

Openly gay Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco), who is actively campaigning 
against the recall, took a harsher view of 
Schwarzenegger’s remarks. 

“He was aged 29. So I would just point 
out that he was no youngster at the time [of 
the Oui interview]. It was crude, rude, ho¬ 
mophobic, and misogynist at best.” 

Many on both the religious right and the 
left took issue with Schwarzenegger’s de¬ 
scription of his participation in group sex in 
a Southern California gym. 

The article quotes Schwarzenegger: 
“There was a black girl who came out naked. 
Everybody jumped on her and took her up¬ 
stairs, where we all got together.” 

Toni Broaddus, program director for 
Equality California, told the San Francisco 
Chronicle that she considered Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger’s description “close to rape.”

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Gay men vie for governorship

F or voters looking to take a political stand 
in the recall campaign against Governor 
Gray Davis, they could cast their vote for 
either of two openly gay men listed on 
the recall ballot. 

The two are the first-ever out gay men to 
be gubernatorial candidates for the major po¬ 
litical parties in America. If one was elected, 
he would become the nation’s first openly gay 
governor. 

While the possibility is there, neither 
stands much of a chance at winning. In fact, 
one doesn’t even want the job. 

Ronald Jason Palmieri, 53, a lifelong De¬ 
mocrat and gay rights attor¬ 
ney in Los Angeles, main¬ 
tains that he is not really in¬ 
terested in governing the 
world’s fifth-largest econo¬ 
my. 

In fact, the longtime 
donor to the Democratic 
Party and a stalwart in the 
Los Angeles political and 
social scene, Palmieri said 
he opposes the recall and 
believes Davis should re¬ 
main in office. 

“P believe this is an at¬ 
tempt by the Republican 
Party to steal the governor¬ 
ship of the state of Califor¬ 
nia,” Palmieri said. 

According to his campaign Web site, 
Palmieri filed the necessary papers required 
to appear on the ballot on August 9, making 
him “the first openly gay man to ever appear 
as a member of one of the two major parties 
in the United States to appear on a statewide 



ballot for governor and the 
first openly gay man to ap¬ 
pear on the ballot in Cali¬ 
fornia for the office of gov¬ 
ernor.” 

Palmieri, who is single, is 
the only son of Paul 
Palmieri, a well-known jazz 
guitarist and composer, and 
Lillian Mattis, an interna¬ 
tionally acclaimed lyricist. A 
graduate of University of 
Southern California and 
Georgetown University’s law 
school, Palmieri has worked 
as a lawyer in Los Angeles 
since 1976. His clients have 
included

as interviews on National 
Public Radio and in the gay 
press. But he said he isn’t 
running so he can receive 
his 15 minutes of fame. 

“I am famous already. I 
am very well-known in the 
litigation community. If 
anything the attention was 
something that caused me 
|f pause. I don’t need this at¬ 
tention,” he said. “I am 
doing it for a political rea¬ 
son. I think [the recall] is an 
outrageous act and an insult 
to the democratic process.”

In 1986, he founded The 
Mother Cares Foundation

AB205 one step closer to law

I n many ways, the California 
recall election is the best thing 
to happen to LGBT issues. 
Faced with nothing to lose, the 
usually centrist Democratic Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis has adopted a 
“progressive” label and has already 
signed or promised to sign some 
landmark LGBT legislation. 

AB205, the Domestic Partner 
Rights and Responsibilities Act of 
2003, was passed by the state Sen¬ 
ate last week and at press time, 
awaited final approval by the As¬ 
sembly before heading to Davis’s 


desk. The bill, by Assemblywoman 
Jackie Goldberg (D-Los Angeles), 
would grant registered domestic 
partners nearly all of the state 
rights, benefits, and responsibili¬ 
ties currently granted only to mar¬ 
ried spouses, including child cus¬ 
tody and child and spousal sup¬ 
port obligations, the right to make 
funeral arrangements, community 
property, and mutual responsibil¬ 
ity for debts. 

Davis publicly pledged last 
month to sign the bill, which 
means it looks as though Califor¬ 
nia is on the brink of implement¬ 
ing the most comprehensive set of 
domestic partnership rights of¬ 


fered anywhere in the country. If 
signed into law, only Vermont, 
which offers legalized civil unions, 
would have more expansive rights 
for gay couples. 

Of course, this also means that 
domestic partners may have to 
give more thought before register¬ 
ing their couplehood. Like mar¬ 
riage, the imminent law would 
grant not just benefits but joint re¬ 
sponsibilities, which means do¬ 
mestic partnership registration 
will no longer offer the sort of “in- 
between” commitment that some 
couples may actually prefer.

Rally for gay conscientious objector tonight

A variety of Bay Area antiwar, 
social justice, and LGBT 
groups will gather tonight 
(Thursday, September 4) from 5-7 
p.m. at Harvey Milk Plaza in the 
Castro to show support for the 
openly gay Marine Lance Corpo¬ 
ral Stephen Funk, the only mem¬ 
ber of the U.S. military to be 
charged with desertion for claim¬ 
ing conscientious objector status 
during the war in Iraq. 

Funk, who left his San Jose ma¬ 
rine base without permission out 
of opposition to killing people, 
turned himself in April 1 and had 
expected to receive a punishment 
of desk duty. Instead, the United 
States military has taken the un¬ 
usual step of prosecuting Funk for 
desertion; his court-martial trial 


begins today in New Orleans. 
Funk faces a bad conduct dis¬ 
charge and possible jail time. 

“Under media attention, the 
military initially claimed my ap¬ 
plication for discharge would be 
handled quickly and fairly, and 
that I would likely receive only 
non-judicial punishment for my 
unauthorized absence,” wrote 
Funk in a publicly circulated June 
26 letter, which was distributed 
through various organizations 
and e-mail lists. “Now that public 
scrutiny has died down the mili¬ 
tary says that I deserve to be con¬ 
victed” 

Although Funk may have faced 
an easier battle if he sought dis¬ 
charge under the “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” policy against homo¬ 
sexuals, he has insisted that his 
sexual orientation did not a play 
part in his decision to leave the 


military. 

“It wouldn’t have been honest 
to use being gay as a way out,” 
Funk said at a San Francisco gath¬ 
ering in his honor earlier this 
summer. “The thing in my mind 
the whole time was that I was 
being prepared to kill, and that 
would have affected me whether I 
was gay or not.” 

“He didn’t want to be dis¬ 
charged for that [DADT] reason,” 
echoed Steve Collier, Funk’s attor¬ 
ney, who believes that the mili¬ 
tary’s prosecution is in retaliation 
for Funk’s speaking out publicly 
against the war. The initial court- 
martial trial, which is expected to 
last through tomorrow, September 
5, will likely result in a conviction, 
said Collier, who has taken the case 
pro bono and expects to see it 
through a lengthy appeals process.

H | ever a city to accept being 

W overshadowed by the more 
famous city across the bay, 
Oakland has a long history of 
making a name for itself in sports, 
music, arts, and culture. Now, as 
East Bay Pride enters into its sev¬ 
enth year, the city may also lay

Although June is typically 
known as Pride month across 
America, Oakland’s East Bay Pride 
takes place annually in September, 
when the weather is hot, and local 
gay people and organizations have 
more time to participate. This 
year’s main event is Sunday, Sep¬ 
tember 7 from 11 a.m. to 6 p.m. at 
Ogawa Plaza at Oakland’s City 
Hall at 14th & Broadway streets. 

Additionally, in conjunction 
with the big event, the OUTthere 
Queer Performing Arts Festival 
runs through the end of the 
month, which includes the Peace- 
OUT World Homo-Hop Festival 
from September 11-14 at the 
Oakland Metro Theatre on 4th 
and Broadway. 

And for the first time ever, East 
Bay Pride will produce a Hayward 
Pride event on Saturday, Septem¬ 


ber 13 from 6 p.m. to 11 p.m. on 
Main Street between A & B streets. 


Oakland Pride 

Always the main attraction of 
East Bay Pride, Oakland’s event 
features five different Pride stages, 
including the 92.7 party/house 
stage, the KMEL hip-hop stage, 
the WILD 94 Latin stage, and the 
KPFA alternative rock stage. The 
area’s best DJs and local talent will 
appear, including Page Hodel, 
Matthew Baker, Ezzy Medina, 
Olga T, Cheer San Francisco, The 
Transformers, Deep Dickollective, 
Nigel Pepper Cock, Chi Chi 
Palace, Jenro, Gunpowder, Katas- 
trophe, and Urban Hermitt.

And through that 
we can increase our presence in 
the city’s cultural and political 
fabric.” . 

An estimated 7,500 people are 
expected to attend Sunday’s event.

The event is 
accessible via the 12th Street 
BART station or by car; paid park¬ 
ing is available at City Center and 
free garage parking is at Garage 
West, two blocks from the site.

Gonzales, is also running, as are 
two other candidates. 

“I think there are very few 
philosophical differences between 
us,” Peterson said of Gonzales, 
who used to work for the district. 

Peterson, 74, retired in 1990 
after a long career as a teacher and 
school counselor. He also served 
as vice principal of counseling and 
pupil services in New Haven for 
many years. 

Peterson said he decided to 
enter the school board race after 
being approached by a teacher in 
the district. He feels he is up to the 
task. 

“I want to emphasize safety is¬ 
sues, both for kids and staff,” he 
said. 

For many years, Peterson has 
been active in the Gay, Lesbian, 
and Straight Education Network, 
where he serves on the national 
board. He was instrumental in 
merging the Bay Area Network of 
Gay and Lesbian Educators with

GLSEN in the mid-1990s, so that 
the Bay Area group could become 
part of the national organization. 
Since 1996, Peterson has conduct¬ 
ed 150 workshops for teachers, 
administrators, students, and par¬ 
ents on LGBT youth issues. 

But dealing with the Hayward 
district’s financial woes will likely 
be Peterson’s big challenge if elect¬ 
ed. As he pointed out, Hayward 
schools are in a “terrible” financial 
situation, with the county reject¬ 
ing the district’s budget. While the 
current budget mess is expected to 
be resolved before the election, the 
state budget deficit, the sluggish 
economy, and uncertainty over 
the recall election may mean more 
shortfalls for school districts in 
the state. 

“Budgets have to be ad¬ 
dressed,” Peterson said. “And 
when cuts are made, they should 
be made as far away from the 
classroom as you can.-Kids need to 
be first.” 

Peterson knows a lot about the 
need for LGBT students to have 
safe places at school, usually 
through the popular gay-straight 
alliances, of which there are sever¬ 
al in various Hayward schools. He 
also served on the advisory panel 
for AB537, the schools act that 
was signed into law a few years 
ago. 

Over the course of the next sev¬ 
eral weeks, Peterson said he expects 
to be invited to various candidate 
forums and endorsement meet¬ 
ings. So far he’s raised about $9,800 
for the campaign, he said. T

Connolly cleared 
of charges

S ean Connolly, a city commis¬ 
sioner attacked with homo- 
phobic language by a local 
Filipino newspaper after allegedly 
making racially insensitive com¬ 
ments to a fellow commissioner, 
has been cleared of all charges. 

The San Francisco Chronicle re¬ 
ported last week that investigators 
found no evidence to support 
claims by Jacqueline Lingad Ricci 
that Connolly had disparaged her 
ethnicity during a June 3 meeting 
of the Juvenile Probation Commis¬ 


sion and cursed at her afterward. 

“The allegations by Ms. Ricci 
that Mr. Connolly made racist or 
sexist comments to her cannot be 
sustained,” states a report of the 
inquiry by Oakland City Attorney 
John Russo. 

Russo’s office conducted the 
investigation into the matter at the 
request of San Francisco City At¬ 
torney Dennis Herrera, since Con¬ 
nolly is a deputy city attorney. 

Ricci had claimed that Connol¬ 
ly made the comments during a 
closed meeting of the commission 
in which the panel was debating 
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Matt Gonzalez launches 
mayoral campaign

- 5 ven the self-identified Tom 
| Ammiano supporters were 
hooting and applauding at the 
mayoral campaign launch for Board 
of Supervisors President Matt Gon¬ 
zalez on Tuesday, September 2. 

It was hard not to. Regardless 
of his odds of winning or criti¬ 
cism for entering the race, Gonza¬ 
lez has re-framed the mayoral 
conversation, refusing to water 
down his message and instead 
trusting that even the most mod¬ 
erate of voters would embrace 
more lefty ideas if only all the facts 
were presented. 

“If we educate people on the 
issues, the voters will figure it out,” 
Gonzalez said, emphasizing that 
progressive ideas are normal ideas 
that would appeal to all voters if 
all the information was out there. 
“That’s what this race is about: 
telling people the truth.” 

It was a sentiment echoed by 
other speakers at the 111 Minna 
Street gallery, which was packed 
with a diverse crowd holding 
Gonzalez posters and wearing 
“Matt for Mayor” buttons. Despite 
being a member of the Green 
Party and unapologetically leftist, 
speakers noted, Gonzalez has at¬ 
tracted the support of even more 
conservative politicians like Su¬ 
pervisor Tony Hall, an attraction 
that can be attributed, noted Pub¬ 
lic Defender Jeff Adachi, to Gon¬ 
zalez’s track record of always 
doing “absolutely the right thing 
for absolutely the right reason.” 

Although he chose to forgo the 
typical campaign catch phrases 
that promise to “unify” voters and 
“offer real solutions,” Gonzalez 
still managed to accomplish those 
goals at the rowdy kickoff, simply 
by breaking down, dollar for dol¬ 


lar, how and where money for 
homeless efforts and business in¬ 
centives has been squandered, 
spent, and misrepresented. 

Taking issue with mayoral 
front-runner Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom’s Care Not Cash, Gonza¬ 
lez pointed out that the money for 
the services promised by the'bal¬ 
lot initiative could easily have 
been found in a few votes by New¬ 
som that “cost the city $90,000,” 
including Newsom’s vote in favor 
of long-term energy contracts 
worth $35 million. 

Insisting that being “in favor of 
common sense” does not mean 
being “against” business, Gonzalez 
stressed that when businesses 
come into the city looking for 
high density developments, they 
should also be willing to “deal 
with the mitigating costs,” such as 
more city services and busses that 
will be needed to accommodate 
such projects. 

Progressive ideals in San Fran¬ 
cisco are “way beyond” what 


might frame other cities’ elections, 
said Gonzalez, noting that issues 
like gay marriage and other basic 
civil rights are not really up for de¬ 
bate in this campaign. What it 
comes down to, he said, are 
whether “the established wealthy 
entities get what they want,” over 
the community. And thus far, a 
glance at the politics of Mayor 
Willie Brown and Newsom, he 
said, have not made San Francis¬ 
co a better place. 

“The answer is not, ‘In these 
hard economic times we can’t 
trust a progressive to lead, we need 
the status quo millionaire candi¬ 
date,”’ said Gonzalez, who has 
thus far raised over $50,000 and 
believes he can win on a $250,000 
campaign. He believes it is a truth¬ 
ful, articulated message that 
should win over voters, not flashy, 
expensive campaigning. 

“I think anyone who needs 
more money than that to win,” he 
said, “should not be the mayor of 
San Francisco.” ▼ 


State legal groups 
honor young gay lawyer

|| ike many people embarking 
upon a new career in a tenu- 
v> ous job market, Eric Lif- 
schitz wanted to put his skills to 
use in the community while he 
waited for that perfect employ¬ 
ment opportunity. Shortly after 
graduating from law school and 
passing the bar in 2001, Lifschitz 
began donating his time to the San 
Francisco Bar Association’s Volun¬ 
teer Legal Services Program, offer¬ 
ing his pro bono legal assistance to 
local families facing eviction. 

What he found in the process 
was a career that combined the 
many aspects of his life experi¬ 
ence, allowing him to start mak¬ 
ing a living while empowering 
people who are often disenfran¬ 
chised. 

The openly gay Lifschitz, 31, 
will be honored with the Califor¬ 
nia Young Lawyers Association’s 
Jack Berman Award of Achieve¬ 
ment tomorrow (Friday, Septem¬ 
ber 5), during a reception at the 
California Bar Association’s annu¬ 
al convention in Anaheim. 

The Berman Award honors a

young lawyer “who has provided 
outstanding service to the legal 
profession and public, and dedi¬ 
cation to issues of concern to new 
and young lawyers.” 

Lifschitz, who received his Juris 
Doctor from the University of San 
Francisco School of Law, actually 
spent his early adult years using his 
chemistry degree in the medical 
research and diagnostic fields. So 
when he began defending clients 
against evictions, he was able to 
detect - and test for - medically 
unhealthy living situations, most 
often in the form of toxic mold. 


“I had a couple of cases where 
I met the families being evicted, 
and when I went to their homes I 
would see their disgusting apart¬ 
ments and say, ‘Forget staying 
here. We need to get you the hell 
out of here,”’ Lifschitz told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

In these cases Lifschitz would 
defend the eviction and negotiate 
move-out agreements, “then turn 
around and sue the landlords for 
them.” 

One of Lifschitz’s most famous 
cases, co-counseled by attorney 
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Harris for district attorney

I torney is wide open, as incumbent Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan has come under in¬ 
creasing pressure to run an effective office in 
light of a string of blunders that has marred 
his two terms as the city’s top prosecutor. 
Two candidates are challenging Hallinan; 
and while one, former prosecutor Bill Fazio, 
has run against Hallinan before, a new can¬ 
didate, Kamala Harris, is also in the race, and 
we believe she would be best for the job. 

We-endorsed Hallinan during his first 
race. Four years ago, however, we chose 
Fazio, who was unsuccessful in defeating 
Hallinan. In the interim, nothing has 
changed our opinion of Hallinan - basical¬ 
ly, we feel he is ineffective in several key 
areas that affect the safety of San Francis¬ 
cans. His office remains an embarrassment, 
from the flip-flop in the “Fajita-gate” case to 
his utter inability to prosecute quality of life 
crimes. We’ve heard time and time again 
from San Francisco Police officers who ar¬ 
rest suspects on drug pedaling or aggressive 
panhandling charges only to have the sus¬ 
pects returned to the streets and the charges 
dropped. While certainly many homeless 
people are fairly law-abiding and keep to 
themselves, we know the Castro District is 
often a magnet for chronic drunks and oth¬ 
ers who aggressively panhandle, defecate on 
the front porches of residents and business¬ 
es, and are repeatedly suspected of involve¬ 
ment in assorted petty crimes. Merchants, 
homeowners, and renters in the gay mecca 
are frustrated and want action. 

It’s time for a fresh face. 

Harris, 38, is a former deputy district attor¬ 
ney in San Francisco and Alameda counties. 
She worked under Hallinan, but left to become 
a deputy city attorney. She knows the problems 
in the D.A.’s office call for new leadership, and 
she has the qualifications to provide that lead¬ 
ership. There are many professional, talented 
men and women working as prosecutors; what 
they need more than anything is the new di¬ 
rection and new focus a Harris administration 
would bring to the office. 


Harris has called the city’s policy on qual¬ 
ity of life issues “a complete failure,” that can¬ 
not be improved unless a new district attor¬ 
ney is elected. And Harris is correct when she 
says that many quality of life crimes 
involve substance abuse - 80 percent 
of the 15,000 citations issued in 
2000. Incredibly, Hallinan’s office , 
handled only 300 of those cases, 

Harris says, and only 1 percent re¬ 
sulted in any kind of drug treatment. 

Of course, the criminal justice system 
cannot solve quality of life problems 
alone, but Harris is committed 
to making dramatic improve¬ 
ments, including vigorously 
prosecuting repeat offenders 
who sell crack or heroin, and using the power 
of the office to move repeat offenders of 
quality of life crimes into effective treatment. 
That approach is a good one. It’s not that we 
want to see every homeless person who piss¬ 


es on the street locked up in jail; but we do 
want to see those with serious substance 
abuse problems get treatment, and more im¬ 
portantly, social services. 

Police reform is another critical area. Re¬ 
lations between the SFPD and the 
D.A.’s office are chilly at best. Cops 
and prosecutors need to be able to 
work together in order to bring crim¬ 
inal cases to trial. While the SFPD has 
its own problems (something the next 
mayor must address), Harris is com¬ 
mitted to police accountability, as 
well as providing leadership to 
ensure that the civilian Office 
of Citizens Complaints and the 
Police Commission work inde¬ 
pendently and in the public interest. 

Harris has strong support in the LGBT 
community, and would be an asset to city gov¬ 
ernment. On November 4, we urge you to vote 
for Kamala Harris for district attorney. ▼ 




Limits of identity politics

if n their guest opinion (“At the crossroads 
I August 14], the executive board of the 
I Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic Club ar¬ 
gues for identity politics, claiming that it’s in 
the best interest of our community to elect 
either Supervisor Tom Ammiano or Trea¬ 
surer Susan Leal mayor, mainly because they 
are gay and lesbian, respectively. 

They claim such an election would help 
derail the Bush administration’s homopho¬ 
bic agenda. If only things were that simple. 
Certainly, an openly gay or lesbian mayor 
would be wonderful, provided that individ¬ 
ual was the best person for the job. Alas, de¬ 
spite some laudable achievements, neither 
of their candidates is. 

The next mayor of San Francisco should 
be someone who champions LGBT rights, 
who can restart the city’s moribund econo¬ 
my, increase home ownership opportunities 
for middle and working class families, ad¬ 
dress the tragedy of homelessness, continue 
appointing qualified LGBTs to key posi¬ 
tions, and, most important, respect the will 
of the electorate. All of these issues are crit¬ 
ical to LGBTs in San Francisco and for those 
who wish to move here. 

Ammiano regards business as a tax cow, 
to be milked at will, and fails to realize how 
devastating the loss of major corporations 
has been to the city’s economy. Not only 
won’t he bring businesses back to the city, he, 
Matt Gonzalez, and Angela Alioto will likely 
drive more employers away. A thriving busi¬ 
ness community is crucial to LGBTs because 
we need good jobs to afford to live in San 
Francisco, one of the few places where we are 
safe to be ourselves and fully participate in 
the political, social, economic, and cultural 
life of the city. Without high paying jobs, 
many of us will be forced to move elsewhere, 
often to places far less welcoming than San 
Francisco. Supervisor Gavin Newsom un¬ 
derstands this very well, has an excellent eco¬ 


nomic plan, and a sound relationship with 
the business community, which admires hi? 
entrepreneurial successes. 

Similarly, home ownership is an impor¬ 
tant component of economic empower¬ 
ment and is critical to LGBTs, because with¬ 
out it, most of .us won’t be able to retire to 
San Francisco, and will be driven elsewhere. 
One affordable way to buy homes is through 
tenancies-in-common. In 2000, voters re¬ 
jected an attempt to restrict this form of 
home ownership. However, a “progres 
sive” super-majority of the Board of 
Supervisors supported Jake Mc- 
Goldrick’s legislation that did exact¬ 
ly what the electorate refused to do 
- severely limit TICs, a form of 
ownership especially critical to 
same-sex couples. Supervisors Am¬ 
miano and Gonzalez voted in 
favor of McGoldrick’s 
bill, flaunting the will of 
the voters in the process. 

Supervisor Newsom re¬ 
spected the voters’ mandate and opposed 
McGoldrick’s legislation. (A San Francisco 
Superior Court judge has ruled Mc¬ 
Goldrick’s bill illegal, but the city is appeal¬ 
ing that decision.) 

Ammiano served two terms as president 
of the board, yet under his leadership, noth¬ 
ing was done about homelessness, except 
spending record sums that exacerbated the 
problem. Last year, the electorate was asked 
to vote on two propositions regarding this 
tragedy. The first, sponsored by Newsom, 
Care Not Cash, passed overwhelmingly. The 
second, Exits from Homelessness, spon¬ 
sored by Ammiano, failed. A Superior Court 
judge then ruled that only the supervisors, 
not the electorate, could make decisions re¬ 
garding the nature of General Assistance to 
the indigent and struck down the voters’ 
mandate. Consequently, Newsom intro¬ 
duced Care Not Cash as legislation before 
the board, in effect asking his colleagues to 
ratify what the electorate approved. Rather 



than endorse the will of the people, Super¬ 
visors Ammiano and Gonzalez, along with 
Treasurer Leal, opposed Newsom’s legisla¬ 
tion. With support from Ammiano and 
Leal, the full board enacted a plan that dif¬ 
fers substantially from what the electorate 
mandated. Fortunately, the city is appealing 
the court ruling regarding passage of Care 
Not Cash, so it’s possible the will of the vot¬ 
ers eventually will be implemented. 

Alioto, Gonzalez, and Newsom have 
strong pro-LGBT records, and will contin¬ 
ue advancing our rights, just like former As¬ 
sessor Doris Ward and current Assessor 
Mabel Teng, both straight, have in giving 
surviving domestic partners the 
same treatment that surviving 
spouses receive regarding prop¬ 
erty taxes - a policy subse¬ 
quently implemented by out les¬ 
bian Carole Migden and 
the state Board of Equal¬ 
ization. As Governor 
Gray Davis’s pending 
signing of landmark domestic partners leg¬ 
islation proves, we need our heterosexual al¬ 
lies if we are to attain legal equality. New¬ 
som’s paid and volunteer staff has many 
openly LGBTs in key positions. He voted in 
favor of the city’s landmark domestic part¬ 
ner and transgender benefits legislation and 
campaigned for two openly gay candidates, 
Mark Leno and Bevan Dufty, in their suc¬ 
cessful runs for public office. Ammiano and 
the Harvey Milk Club opposed them both. 

The majority of our community knows 
that electing Gavin Newsom mayor will 
most benefit us and the city as a whole. The 
Harvey Milk Club’s failure to see this un¬ 
derscores its increasing irrelevancy to San 
Francisco politics and to most LGBTs living 
here, which, given the legacy of their name¬ 
sake, is regrettable. ▼

Responsibilities of AB205 

The domestic partners legislation [AB205] now be¬ 
fore the California Legislature has been years in the 
making and has taken years of fighting to get it as far as 
it has come. I understand the urge of many of my fellow 
gays to get this legislation passed and our relationships 
legalized. However, I doubt that many of my 
fellow gays realize that this legislation may 
11 also have a very serious downside for many 
gay couples, especially HIV/AIDS patients 
and others with disabling illnesses. 

For the many gay couples where one or 
both partners receive medical care 
through the California Medi-Cal pro¬ 
gram, two provisions in the proposed 
law could wreck havoc. With all the ben¬ 
efits the law grants, it also grants responsibilities. It 
makes each partner responsible for the other’s care and 
financial support (just like husband and wife) and also 
makes all property community property under state 
law (again just like married couples). I wholeheartedly 
support this, since we deserve the responsibilities along 
with the benefits if we really want to be treated equal¬ 
ly with married couples. 

However, this has some major drawbacks for some 
of us in the community. Up until now the law r has re¬ 
fused to acknowledge us as couples, so we had to be 
treated as individuals when having to qualify for state 
aid such as Medi-Cal, state financial aid programs, the 
state share of SSI payments, etc. This meant that your 
partner’s income and assets could not be considered 
because you legally could not be considered a couple 
sharing income and property. 

Under the proposed new law this will change since 
registered partners will be responsible for each other’s 
support and their property will be legally communi¬ 
ty property under state law. This opens the door to 
the possibility that the state will start denying or even 
revoking a lot of people’s benefits based on the fact 
that one partner makes too much or together they 
own property over the legal limit for benefits. 

With the new law looking like it will pass and the 
governor already saying he’ll sign it, the gay commu¬ 
nity will have to face issues such as this one. 

Another matter that this will drastically affect for 
gay couples is the fact that up until now, unless they 
took out credit jointly, each individual’s bills were 
their own and the other could not be held liable for 
them. This meant that should one partner leave (ei¬ 
ther death or a breakup), their bills went with them. 

Under the new community property provisions of 
the proposed law this will no longer be true. You can be 
held responsible for the debts that were incurred while 
you were registered partners. Also getting out of the re¬ 
lationship will be much harder and ex-partners can sue 
for alimony just like a divorcing married couple. 

Personally, I would have to agree with these 
changes, after all, we can hardly fight to be treated 
equally and then demand that only those rules that 
help us be applied. However, each of us will need to 
think long and hard before registering if the new law 
succeeds. We will have to take our need for medical 
and other benefits and possible financial costs into 
consideration and weigh them against our want or 
need to be a legally recognized couple. 

We will still have a choice in the matter, since only 
domestic partners registered with the state will have 
these rights and responsibilities. It is a shame, but like 
many straight couples, especially the elderly, we will 
have to weigh being a legal couple versus possible loss¬ 
es of income and benefits. This in one reason many 
older straight couples simply live together rather than 
get married, because they would lose financially. Many 
of us may find ourselves in the same boat and ironical¬ 
ly, after fighting years to achieve legal status, may not be 
able to take advantage of the new law even if it does pass.

Trans-versatility

IWjP ransgender: it’s a word that 
was originally coined to 
describe just one small 
group of individuals displaying a 
certain set of characteristics. 
Originally, a “transgenderist” was 
defined as a person living 
in a cross-gendered 
role, yet not de 
siring any sur¬ 
gical changes. 

Somewhere 
along the way, 
the word was 
expanded to in¬ 
clude many 
more possibilities. 

In fact, the original 
meaning has all but 
fallen by the wayside, 
sitting in the dust bin of 
old definitions alongside “fem- 
mophile.” 

In its broadest state, “trans¬ 
gender” serves as an um¬ 
brella term over any 
number of varied identi¬ 
ties, a single word that 
can encompass cross 1 
dressers, androgynes, 
transsexuals, drag kings, 
and just about anyone else who 
transcends the gender tha.t was 
medically assigned to them at 
birth. Come one, come all. 

I personally find “transgen¬ 
der” to be a remarkably versatile 
word. It can be an identity, a be¬ 
havior, even just a very nebu¬ 
lous concept. It can exist as 
a noun, an adjective, and 
possibly even a verb or a 
gerund if given half a 
chance. 

I use “transgender” 
as one of the 
many words to 
define myself, 
finding it easier 
than trying to break down my 
identity into a confusing muddle 
that can be more specific. For 
me, it is like saying “Caucasian” 
rather than “English, Irish, Scot¬ 
tish, German, French, and a 
pinch of Austrian for garnish.” 

It is regularly used as a politi¬ 
cal term, with the “T” filling the 
gap after LGB in the names of 
many larger community organi¬ 
zation and events, as well as 
standing on its own among large 
transgender-specific organiza¬ 
tions. While the term has not 
come up in the nascent 2004 po¬ 
litical elections - believe me, I’ve 
been trying - it has been on the 
lips of senators, governors, and 
others in the political arena for 
several years. 

It can be more than simply an 
identity term. In fact, I think 
“transgender” is at its best when 
it is being used to identify behav¬ 
iors or actions. When Liberian 
rebels took to the streets of Mon¬ 
rovia armed with assault rifles, 


gowns, wigs, and purses, they 
were not identifying as transgen¬ 
der - but the action of doing so 
could be defined as a transgender 
action. 

I’m not quite sure where the 
dividing line would be on that: 
would that include a man wear¬ 




ing 

earrings or a woman in 
pants? Those have actually 
become pretty common for 
both of those genders. Some¬ 
where between something as 
simple as that and, oh, full geni¬ 
tal reassignment, hormone re¬ 
placement, etc., lies a great num¬ 
ber of gender and transgender 
behaviors, no? I’d rather not 
bother with such a line, but 
would just rather see things 
remain open to interpre¬ 
tation. 

Of course, not every¬ 
one is nearly so enam¬ 
ored of this versatile term 
as I. In fact, there seem to 
be people on all 
sides of the de¬ 
bate, wanting 
to define and 
redefine transgender as some¬ 
thing other than what it has be¬ 
come - usually to exclude others 
from the mix. 

A recent article in a major 
LGBT magazine dismissed the 
work of transgender activists as . 
having largely been the work of 
transsexuals, and specifically, 
transsexuals and others for 
which gender identity was a big¬ 
ger part of the picture than gen¬ 
der expression. 

I was quite surprised by this, 
knowing that much of the gains 
of the last few years have been 
done by a mix of individuals, and 
have largely been designed to 
benefit the largest number of 
people as possible. 

According to a recent analysis 
by the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, legislation passed 
since 2000 is inclusive of gender 
expression roughly two-thirds of 
the time, but only four out of 35 
exclusively mention “gender 
identity.” 


It has also been my experience 
from the trenches that those who 
are doing this sort of work are 
definitely not interested in bills 
that exclude large chunks of peo¬ 
ple who might be viewed by so¬ 
ciety at large as transgender - re¬ 
gardless of personal identity. In¬ 
deed, I’ve seen people go 
through hoops to try to include 
the broadest number of people 
as possible. 

There are those who 
seem to want to be kept 
out from under any 
such umbrella, how¬ 
ever. One of the 
loudest minori¬ 
ties who would 
rather not be 
labeled as 
transgender 
are often 
transsexu¬ 
als: ironic 
in light of 
the above claim 
that the transgender 
movement is dominat¬ 
ed by transsexuals and their 
needs. 

I recently was sent a letter 
from one such person, asking 
that I stop “hijacking other’s 
identities” by using “transgen¬ 
der” as an all-encompassing 
term. I’m not sure exactly how I 
was doing so, but if they are of a 
similar mindset of other trans¬ 
sexuals I have spoken with about 
this, it may well have something 
to do with not being mistaken 
with any others with a gender ex¬ 
pression they would deem as 
“lesser” than their own. 

Unfortunately, when I pressed 
them on any examples of me “hi¬ 
jacking” anything, or reasons 
why an umbrella term was not 
acceptable, I received no answer. 
Instead, I was simply asked to be 
inclusive of their exclusivity. 

I’ve still not entirely figured 
out how I’m going to do that, but 
I can assure you that it will not 
mean me adding a full definition 
every time I use the word “trans¬ 
gender” to describe what I mean 
by its usage. It is, as I said earlier, 
a versatile word with many dif¬ 
ferent usages. 

I personally hope “transgen¬ 
der” continues to have a very free 
meaning, and be used to describe 
a large number of actions, 
groups, and individuals. The 
word may have started with a 
very specific meaning, but I like 
it as a term inclusive of the 
largest number of people or be¬ 
haviors. An umbrella that I can 
stand under with a large and di¬ 
verse group of people. T

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John Kerry jump- 
starts White House bid

assachusetts Senator John 
Kerry, once considered 
the front-runner among 
Democratic presidential candi¬ 
dates, relaunched his candidacy for 
the White House this week by 
making an “official announce¬ 
ment” Tuesday in South Carolina, 
followed by a four-state swing that 
included stops in Iowa, New 
Hampshire, and his home state. 



Kerry, who had announced his 
candidacy months ago, used this 
week’s publicity tour as a pivotal 
move to re-energize his campaign 
in hopes of convincing skeptical 
Democrats that he is their best 
hope of regaining 1600 Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue next year. 

It has not gone unnoticed that 
Kerry decided to make his highly 
publicized official announcement 
this week after learning that former 
Vermont Governor Howard Dean 
leads the latest polls in Iowa (Kerry 
places third behind Missouri Rep¬ 
resentative Richard Gephardt) 
and has also surged to a 20-point 
lead over Kerry in the first-in-the- 
nation New Hampshire primary. 
Indeed, a poll released last week by 
the usually reliable Des Moines Reg¬ 
ister shows that while Kerry had 
held second place in Iowa to 
Gephardt for months, Dean has 
overtaken them both and now 
leads the second-place Gephardt 
by 4 or 5 percentage points in 
Iowa’s important state caucuses to 
be held on January 19. 

Further, Dean, who has consis¬ 
tently trailed Kerry in New Hamp¬ 
shire now, according to the latest 
Zogby International Poll, leads 
Kerry by a whopping 21 percent¬ 
age points as that state looks to its 
January 27 primary. In June, Kerry 
led Dean in the same poll by 3 
points. To add to Kerry’s New 
Hampshire problems, another 
poll, released in mid-August, 
shows Kerry now trailing Dean 
there by 7 points. 

Kerry, by jump-starting his 
campaign this week, can still boast 
of his Vietnam combat record, his 
impressive Senate resume, strong 
fundraising abilities, and a highly 
experienced staff that once led 
most political analysts to believe 
he was the Democrat to beat for 
his party’s nomination. However, 
the Massachusetts senator now 
trails Dean as Democratic voters, 
bitter at President George W. 
Bush’s growing quagmire in Iraq 
and the nation’s slumping econo¬ 
my, are surging to the former Ver¬ 
mont governor. 

While current polls put Con¬ 
necticut Senator Joseph Lieber- 
man first in other early primary 
states like South Carolina and Ari¬ 


zona, it is Dean’s rise in Iowa and 
New Hampshire that has put 
Kerry’s candidacy in danger. 
Dean’s surge has posed several 
problems for Kerry: Dean has be¬ 
come something of a magnet for 
the liberals that Kerry had hoped 
to attract in that Dean has rou¬ 
tinely attacked Kerry for support¬ 
ing the Iraq war; he (Dean) is also 
from the same region as Kerry, 
and he is turning the important 
New Hampshire primary into a 
dogfight that some political ana¬ 
lysts fear could doom the loser. 

With both Kerry and Dean 
being from New England, Darrell 
West, a prominent political sci¬ 
ence professor at Brown 
University in Providence, 
this week told USA Today 
that “there’s only one New 
Englander who’s going to 
come out of New 
Hampshire, and it has 
to be Kerry, otherwise 
he’s in very big 
trouble.” 

The same 
could be said 
of Iowa, where neighboring 
Gephardt has been considered to 
be the likely winner of the state 
caucuses. If, as polls now indicate, 
Dean were to win, Gephardt 
would likely also lose two weeks 
later in New Hampshire, making 
him all but a political asterisk after 
South Carolina and Arizona. 
Gephardt could well be political 
toast by the time the all-important 
California primary comes around 
in March, as could Kerry, assum¬ 
ing Dean wins Iowa and New 
Hampshire and places near the 
top in either South Carolina or 
Arizona. . 

Kerry’s problems in New 
Hampshire appear to be due in 
part to the fact that he was simply 
“out-hustled” by Dean, a candi¬ 
date who has had more time to 
campaign in that he has had no 
day job since leaving the Vermont 
governorship in January. 

Other political problems seem 
unrelated to Dean as some voters 
view Kerry as being wealthy and 
stiff, whose stump style is lacklus¬ 
ter and syntax is muddled, al¬ 
though on the campaign trail he 
jokes, hoists glasses of stout, 
squeezes, back-slaps, and tries his 
best to dispel an impression of 
aloofness. 

Kerry’s layered position on 
Bush’s Iraq war has also caused 
him some political problems in 
that he voted to authorize the war, 
but then criticized Bush for “rush¬ 
ing” into war without lining up 
combat troops and postwar help 
from other nations. Kerry has 
continued to criticize Bush after 
the president declared an “end to 
the hostilities” on May 1, suggest¬ 
ing that Bush may have “misled” 
Congress on evidence used to jus¬ 
tify the war. 

For his part, Kerry says his po¬ 
sition on the Iraq war has always 
been clear in that he supported the 
war but not the way Bush went 
about it. Still, he draws charges of 
ambivalence from other Democra¬ 
tic candidates like the vocally anti¬ 
war Dean and the unabashed 
hawk, Lieberman. Kerry obviously 
knows his candidacy is in trouble 
but feels he has the time and 
money to yet make his case; he 
also has an electorate that is prob¬ 
ably only just beginning to tune in. 

Among Democratic Party pro¬ 
fessionals, it’s hard to find anyone 
who disagrees with Kerry, unless, 


obviously, you’re talking to the 
Dean camp. Indeed, at this point in 
1999, former New Jersey Senator 
Bill Bradley was leading Vice Pres¬ 
ident Al Gore in New Hampshire. 
Gore was forced to re-think and 
improve his campaign and some 
feel that Dean will have a similar 
impact on Kerry’s campaign. 

All of this is not necessarily 
good news for those Democrats 
who want badly to retake the pres¬ 
idency in 2004. The Zogby Poll 
among New Hampshire voters re¬ 
vealed that those people preferred 
a take-no-prisoners Democrat to 
one who could actually have a bet¬ 
ter chance of ousting 
Bush. The likely New 
Hampshire voters are 
realists who readily 
acknowledge that 
Bush is a formidable 
foe; almost two- 
thirds - 64 percent - of 
those asked (including 
Democrats) 
said they think 
Bush will like¬ 
ly win re-elec¬ 
tion next year. Indeed, when those 
voters were asked whether it was 
more important to have a candi¬ 
date like Dean who is willing to 
stand up for what they believe in 
or a candidate like Kerry who 
many feel would have a better 
chance of unseating Bush, these 
voters said they preferred the for¬ 
mer by a 2-to-l margin. The 
Zogby New Hampshire poll of 
501 likely primary voters has an 
error margin of plus or minus 4.5 
percentage points. 

One thing is clear: as Kerry 
makes an all-out effort to recharge 
his presidential campaign this 
week, if he, or anyone else fails to 
stop Dean both in the Iowa cau¬ 
cuses and the New Hampshire pri¬ 
mary, the former Vermont gover¬ 
nor will be very hard to stop by the 
time of the California primary.

1 , - f e are often told, especially 
tv! b Y gay-left organizations 
W 1 ! and leaders, that we cannot 
go it alone. To achieve our political 
aims, we must form coalitions. What

This latest bit of folly has

March on Washington. At that m 

march, Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., deliv- 
ered his famous “I 
Have a Dream” speech. 

The National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, the standard-bearer 
for the gay left, contributed 
money and personnel to the 
march. NGLTF’s executive direc¬ 
tor, Matt Foreman, spoke to the 
rally on the steps of the Lincoln 
Memorial. 

What did Foreman do with his 
unique opportunity to speak to our 
coalition allies? “On behalf of an in¬ 
credibly diverse gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender community,” 
he opened, “I thank you for invit¬ 
ing us ... to walk with you on the 
road to jobs, peace and freedom.” 
Foreman acknowledged “there are 
differences” between gay rights and 
black civil rights activists, but he 
did not say what they were. Instead, 
he passed over this unpleasantry by 
asserting that “what we agree on far 
outweighs our differences.” 

As examples of agreement, 
Foreman cited support for “full 
equality” for “everyone,” opposi¬ 
tion to “hate violence,” and sup¬ 
port for “forceful and affirmative 
action” to end “racial oppression.” 
The first is so vague it says noth¬ 
ing. The second is an apparent ref¬ 
erence to hate crimes legislation, 
which will accomplish nothing of 
substance for gays. And the third 
is not a gay issue at all. So the areas 
of agreement among the civil 
rights groups offer gays little be¬ 
yond warm words. 


dream... 

Foreman held up the example 
of the political right, who “know 
how to set aside their differences.” 
They have mastered the art of 
using wedge issues, he said, to 
“fracture us.” He ended with a plea 
to “walk proudly together to de¬ 
feat our common enemies.” 

There was not one word in 
Foreman’s platitudinous speech 
about gay marriage. Yet, after the 
elimination of sodomy laws, 
M. marriage is now the gay 
issue. He didn’t need to 
harangue the crowd 
M about it, but he needed at 
h W least to mention it. 

■ It is obvious why Fore- 
man left it out. Polls show 
W that while Ameri- 

cans overall oppose 
same-sex marriage 
by perhaps 15-20 
points, black Americans oppose it 
by a margin of 65-28 percent. 

Even among black leaders there 
is opposition and equivocation on 
gay marriage. Martin Luther King 
III said recently that he wasn’t sure 
how he felt about the issue because 
he knows gay leaders and “some of 
them have not formed an opinion 
on the issue of marriage.” Oh 
yeah? Which ones? 

Apparently, gay leaders on the 
left have given “our allies” a pass on 
this critical question. Is this the 
“wedge issue” that Foreman refuses 
to discuss with the progressive coali¬ 
tion because it might “fracture us”? 

Even at a special mini-rally 
honoring Bayard Rustin, a gay 
man who organized the 1963 
march, gay equality seemed an af¬ 
terthought. Rustin’s role in the 
1963 march was downplayed be¬ 
cause of the homophobia of both 
black civil rights leaders and their 
racist opponents. 

Frank Kameny, an early gay 
rights pioneer who attended both 
the 1963 march and this year’s 
commemoration, went to the 
mini-rally honoring Rustin. Ka¬ 
meny describes the people who 
marched to the event honoring 
Rustin as “a raggle-taggle gaggle of 
people advocating everything but 
gay issues - Cuba, [Howard] 
Dean, D.C. representation, Pales¬ 
tinians, Get Out of Iraq, and so on

- but nothing gay.” 

NGLTF is right that we need 
political allies. Gays make up per¬ 
haps 3 to 5 percent of the popula¬ 
tion. But even if every last pro¬ 
gressive in Congress voted our 
way, we’d still lose. For that rea¬ 
son, gay Republicans have been 
emphasizing the necessity of 
working for change within the Re¬ 
publican Party. A coalition of gays 
and fair-minded Republicans, if it 
ever materialized, could secure 
substantive equality. 

But suppose a gay Republican 
stood before a Republican conven¬ 
tion and gave the following speech: 

“On behalf of an incredibly di¬ 
verse gay community, I thank you 
for letting us walk with you on the 
road to low taxes, less regulation, 
and a strong defense. Sure, we dis¬ 
agree about some things. But we 
will set aside our differences with 
you because what we agree on far 
outweighs our differences. We all 
favor equality and oppose vio¬ 
lence and think abortion is terri¬ 
ble. We will not let the left drive a 
wedge between you and us by dis¬ 
cussing our differences or by try¬ 
ing to persuade you on them. It is 
critical right now that we think 
only of what we agree about and 
walk together proudly to defeat 
our common enemies.” 

He would be hooted out of the 
gay movement for that speech, 
and rightly so. He would be called 
a traitor to the gay rights cause. He 
would be excoriated for presum¬ 
ing to speak “on behalf of the gay 
community” in such an obse¬ 
quious way. Yet with a few changes 
in wording (among other things, 
substitute “jobs, peace, and free¬ 
dom” for “lower taxes, less regula¬ 
tion, and a strong defense”), that 
is the speech Foreman gave. 

Sometimes friendship means 
challenging your friends on the 
things that matter most. Instead, 
like Bayard Rustin four decades 
ago, what matters most is getting 
pushed into the closet. ▼

bang?” Schwarzenegger replied, 
“Yes, but not everybody, just the 
guys who can fuck in front of 
other guys.” At another point in 
the interview, Schwarzenegger 
said he used drugs but only “grass 
and hash.” He also said he har¬ 
bored nothing against gays 
though he referred to them as 
“fags.” So, does it really matter 
what Schwarzenegger did with sex 
and drugs as a single guy back in 
1977? No, but as one columnist re¬ 
cently put it: “It kind of helps us 
understand what Maria Shriver 
saw in Arnold - in at least one 
way, he kind of reminds us of the 
Kennedy boys.” 

Look for the California Demo¬ 
cratic Party to endorse the candi¬ 
dacy of Lieutenant Governor 
Cruz Bustamante when it holds 
its convention September 13 at the 
L.A. Convention Center, giving 
the state Democrats a united front 
going into the October 7 election 
to recall Governor Gray Davis. 
The anticipated Democratic Party 
move could be very significant be¬ 
cause it could spark rank-and-file 
Democrats statewide to rally be¬ 
hind the delicate two-pronged 
strategy of “no” on the recall, “yes” 
on Bustamante that Democratic 


state and congressional lawmak¬ 
ers, as well as major labor unions, 
have adopted. 

Meanwhile, California Repub¬ 
licans will be holding their own 
state convention during the same 
weekend only blocks away at the 
LAX Marriott Hotel and some are 
predicting a nasty in-party battle 
between forces loyal to recall can¬ 
didate state Senator Tom Mc- 
Clintock (R-Thousand Oaks) and 
those behind Schwarzenegger. 
One well-connected Republican 
was telling me this week that 
“watch for Arnold to implode, 
and the battle to become governor 
become a Bustamante-McClin- 
tock one within three weeks.” 

Incidentally, Schwarzenegger 
forces are threatening to bring 
Rudy Giuliani, “America’s 
mayor,” to California to campaign 
on his behalf, and Democratic 
leaders are saying: “bring him on; 
we’ve got President Clinton,” still 
one of the most popular political 
figures in California history. 

In the San Francisco mayor’s 
race (that would be November 4, 
in case you’ve forgotten) Supervi¬ 
sor Chris Daly has endorsed 
Green Party Supe Matt Gonzalez; 
Supervisor Aaron Peskin has en¬ 
dorsed Tom Arnrniano; Supervi¬ 
sor Gerardo Sandoval has en¬ 
dorsed Angela Alioto; and Super¬ 
visor Fiona Ma has endorsed 


Susan Leal (expect another su¬ 
pervisor to line up behind Leal 
soon as well). Tony Ribera has the 
official endorsement of the S.F. Re¬ 
publican Party, while front-runner 
Supervisor Gavin Newsom has 
the valued endorsements of both 
Senator Dianne Feinstein (D- 
California) and Representative 
Nancy Pelosi (D-San Francisco). 

By the way, you’ve got to hand 
it to Matt Gonzalez - any candi¬ 
date whose literature boasts praise 
from both conservative Supervi¬ 
sor Tony Hall and Global Ex¬ 
change’s Medea Benjamin has 
got to have something going for 
him (I mean Tony “the Tiger” and 
Medea, how’s that for diversity?). 

Meanwhile, the Kamala Har¬ 
ris for district attorney campaign 
rolls along with the backing of 
Democratic San Francisco Assem¬ 
blymen Mark Leno and Leland 
Yee, Supes Aaron Peskin, Fiona 
Ma, and Sophie Maxwell, former 
D.A. Arlo Smith, the Alice B. Tok- 
las LGBT Democrats, the Deputy 
Sheriff’s Association, and the S.F. 
Firefighters. 

So Labor Day has come and 
gone, and I’m told that’s when the 
political fun begins ... had 
enough already?

MPP opens West Coast office

I n late August, the Marijuana 
: Policy Project announced that 
it had opened its first West 
Coast office in San Francisco, al¬ 
lowing the organization to be 
more closely involved with issues 
such as the recent federal crack¬ 
down on medical cannabis pa¬ 
tients and providers. 

The new office will be headed 
by MPP Director of Communica¬ 
tions Bruce Mirken, who lived in 
San Francisco for many years and 
wrote widely for the LGBT press 
before relocating to MPP’s Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., headquarters in De¬ 
cember 2001. 

“It’s exciting to be returning to 
California, which is still the front 
line of the battle to protect serious¬ 
ly ill medical marijuana patients,” 
Mirken said. “Seven years after the 
passage of Proposition 215, Cali¬ 
fornians continue to lead the fight 
for sanity in our nation’s marijua¬ 
na laws. California has beep ground 
zero for the federal government’s 
war on patients and providers.” 

Over the past two years, feder¬ 
al agents have raided several med¬ 
ical marijuana dispensaries in the 
state and arrested numerous pa¬ 
tients and providers - most no¬ 
tably Ed Rosenthal, who in June 
received a sentence of one day in 
jail for growing medical cannabis 
under the auspices of the city of

Oakland. The federal government 
is currently threatening physicians 
who provide patient recommen¬ 
dations for medical marijuana. 

Locally, San Francisco is con¬ 
sidering how to implement 
Proposition S, a winning local bal¬ 
lot initiative authored by former 
Supervisor and current Assembly- 
man Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co) that directed the city to study 
ways to provide medical cannabis 
to patients. 

Mirken told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that his presence in San 
Francisco will allow him to take a 
more active role in opposing fed¬ 
eral actions against medical mari¬ 
juana patients and providers in 


the Bay Area. 

“Sometimes it’s just useful to 
be on the scene rather than on the 
phone from 3,000 miles away try¬ 
ing to figure out what happened,” 
he said. “Aside from all that, it’s 
good to be home.” 

With nearly 13,000 members 
nationwide, MPP is the largest 
marijuana policy reform organiza¬ 
tion in the U.S. The group focuses 
on removing criminal penalties for 
marijuana use, with a particular 
emphasis on medical cannabis. 
Along with Bay Area-based Amer¬ 
icans for Safe Access, MPP has 
been instrumental in pushing fed¬ 
eral legislation such as the pending 
Truth in Trials Act - which would 
allow a medical necessity in court 
- and Representative Barney 
Frank’s (D-Massachusetts) effort 
to reclassify cannabis from a 
Schedule I to a Schedule II drug. 

In related news, on August 2 
the Council of Democratic Clubs 
in California adopted an ASA- 
backed resolution that asks elected 
officials to protect medical 
cannabis patients and providers, 
and calls for federal legislation 
that would uphold state medical 
cannabis laws. With the recent 
vote, the resolution became part 
of the platform of 125 state De¬ 
mocratic clubs. The local council 
has forwarded the resolution and 
asked the National Democratic 
Platform Committee to follow 
suit. T

Ward Connerly 
talks to the B.A.R. 

Controversial Prop 54 on recall ballot

ard Connerly, the man 
spearheading efforts to 
if H overturn affirmative ac¬ 
tion programs around the coun¬ 
try and the author of Proposition 
54, the Racial Privacy Initiative, is 
speaking back to charges from 
some in the LGBT community 
that those who support Proposi¬ 
tion 54 are antigay and anti-mi¬ 
nority. 

“That statement is an absolute 
lie,” Connerly told the Bay Area 
Reporter in an exclusive LGBT 
press interview on August 28. “As 
a [University of California] re¬ 
gent, as a public citizen, I did not 
support Proposition 22 [the anti¬ 
gay marriage initiative passed in 
2000] and I’m more than offend¬ 
ed that anyone would suggest that 
my involvement in the Racial Pri¬ 
vacy Initiative is somehow in the 
same line as those involved in 22. 
It’s an outright lie. It’s a gross mis¬ 
representation of the facts.” 

Proposition 54 would prohibit 
the state of California from col¬ 
lecting racial data about its citi¬ 
zens. Exceptions are made for 
medical research. Also, the Legis¬ 
lature has the option of mandat¬ 
ing exceptions with a two-thirds 
vote and the governor’s signature 
as long as the exception does not 
involve public education, public 
employment, or contract employ¬ 
ment. 

Connerly, one of the most 
prominent Republicans in the 
country, explained that his pro¬ 
gay views stem in part from his 
own experience as a black man 
who married a white woman long 
before it was as common as it is 
now. 

“Our society right now, with 
respect to the love a person who is 
gay or lesbian gives to another 
person who is also gay or lesbian, 
is exactly where we were with in¬ 
terracial marriages back in the 
1950s and 1960s, with the govern¬ 
ment trying to involve itself in 
that. Whether one believes or does 
not believe in civil unions or be¬ 
lieves in the right of people to 
marry someone of the same sex, 
they ought to believe in the fun¬ 
damental freedom of people from 
having the government involved 
in someone’s pursuit of happi¬ 
ness. And it just astounds me that 
those of my allies who say that 
they are quote, conservative, 
would look the other way when 
the government determines who 
someone should marry. To me it’s 
disingenuous to bring up l What

about incest?’, ‘What about all 
those other things?’ We’re talking 
about consenting adults.” 

But Connerly stopped just 
short of endorsing gay marriage. 

“It’s really a matter of termi¬ 
nology,” he explained. “If you are 
saying marriage, I think by defin¬ 
ition, marriage is probably re¬ 
stricted to a man and a woman. 
Should people who are gay have 
the ability to enter into relation¬ 
ships and call them civil unions or 
whatever you want? Absolutely. 

“Fundamentally I don’t think 
the government should be in¬ 
volved in the institution of mar¬ 
riage. It is a civil relationship be¬ 
tween two people who are basical¬ 
ly entering a contract and the gov¬ 
ernment should not be involved 
in that.” 

Connerly explained that he put 
domestic partner rights “on the 
agenda” in 1998 when, as a U.C. 
regent, he helped pass a proposal 
granting medical benefits to the 
same-sex domestic partners of 
university employees. That con¬ 
troversial measure just squeaked 
by with a 13-12 vote. 

“I will tell you very candidly, it 
would never have even been on 
the agenda had I not orchestrated 
with the faculty representative, 
Duncan Mellichamp, to force the 
issue on the agenda and when I 
did, and when I voted as I did, 
man oh man, the outcry was just 
unreal from those who would 
profess to be my allies: ‘How can 
you do this? How can you engage 
in promoting this decadence, this 
intrusion in our lives, promoting 
the homosexual agenda? You be- 
. trayed us.’” 

Connerly explained that his in¬ 
volvement in the promotion of 
Proposition 54, which will be part 
of the recall ballot on October 7, 
was a natural outgrowth of his 


philosophy of seeing people as in¬ 
dividuals and not as members of 
a particular race or sexual orien¬ 
tation group. Connerly sees the 
passage of Proposition 54 as a nat¬ 
ural progression from Proposition 
209, the anti-affirmative action 
initiative passed in 1996. Like 
Proposition 54, Connerly headed 
up the pro-209 effort and it made 
him the personification of the 
anti-affirmative action movement 
nationwide. 

“I concluded that it’s not really 
the issue of race preferences, it’s 
the basic problem of the govern¬ 
ment making distinctions be¬ 
tween its citizens on those charac¬ 
teristics we ascribe to race,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

Connerly noted that in debates 
he has been able to temporarily si¬ 
lence his opponents when he asks 
them to define race. 

“When I pose the question: 
‘You say you want data. You say 
that the data is important and that 
we classify people. Now classify 
them. Tell me. What is a black per¬ 
son? What is white?’ And it’s at 
that point that you get this long 
pause.” 

Health concerns 

The issue Proposition 54’s op¬ 
ponents bring up most often is 
health. Many have called it a 
threat to public health because, 
they claim, it would hamper the 
state government’s ability to col¬ 
lect data on health matters or par¬ 
ticular diseases such as sickle cell 
anemia, which is closely associat¬ 
ed with race. 

“It’s bad medicine for Califor¬ 
nia,” Assemblyman Mark Leno 
(D-San Francisco) told the B.A.R. 
“It’s very important that we defeat 
it.” 

“It’s a phony issue,” counted 
Connerly. “The initiative contains 
a specific exemption for medical 
patients and medical research 
subjects. We had some of the best 
lawyers in the country drafting 
this language. And I said, ‘Give me 
the language that clearly exempts 
everything relating to medical 
treatment and health care.’ 

“The legislative analyst accepts 
our interpretation, but if they 
don’t accept that, there is a process 
in the initiative for the Legislature, 
with a two-thirds vote, with the 
governor signing it, to find a com¬ 
pelling need and then to exempt 
the initiative from anything that is 
not public education, public con¬ 
tracting, or public employment.” 

Connerly explained that 
Proposition 54’s opponents have

Falcon names new 
management team; 
readies film for release

S ex sells. And one gay busi¬ 
ness that does it better than 
most is the Falcon Family of 
Companies, or Falcon Studios, as 
it’s known to its many customers. 
The company has been the leader 
in gay adult entertainment for 
more than 30 years. 

Falcon, based in San Francisco, 
announced September 2 the pro¬ 
motion of Terry Mahaffey to pres¬ 
ident and chief creative officer, 
and the appointment of Todd 
Montgomery as vice president as 
chief operating officer. During a 
recent interview at their San Fran¬ 
cisco offices, both men laid out 
plans for the future, and eagerly 
promoted Drenched, Falcon Stu¬ 
dios’ newest film set to be released 
later this month. 

“Falcon is synonymous with 
anything that’s attractive - the sto¬ 
ryline and production value,” Ma¬ 
haffey said, explaining the differ¬ 
ence between the three most well- 
known brands of the Falcon Fam¬ 
ily of Companies. 

In addition to the signature 
Falcon brand, the Jocks brand is 
the more collegiate type, while the 
Mustang brand is the more ma¬ 
ture line, sometimes incorporat¬ 
ing leather themes, Mahaffey said. 

“Falcon is the gold standard by 
which all gay adult content is 
judged,” Montgomery added. 
“We’re poised for tremendous 
growth as we strengthen our rela¬ 
tionship with existing customers 
and introduce the brand to a 
younger audience.” 

Mahaffey noted that even dur¬ 
ing the economic downturn, Fal¬ 
con wasn’t adversely affected. He 
attributes that to Falcon’s loyal 
customer base, which includes 
Web subscribers and mail order 
customers. 

“We’re very comfortable,” Ma¬ 
haffey said, although he declined 
to reveal specifics about Falcon’s 
profits or salaries. ConWest Re¬ 
sources is the holding company 
for Falcon, a private company. 

“What I will say is that we gave 
over half a million dollars to char¬ 
ity this past fiscal year,” Mahaffey 
said. 

“The fundamentals of the 
company are rock solid,” added 
Montgomery. “We sympathize 
with our customers who have 
been through tough times, but, 
fortunately, we haven’t been im¬ 
pacted by that.” 

Falcon was started by the late 
Chuck Holmes in 1971. When 
Holmes died of AIDS-related 
complications in 2000 at the age 
of 55, his company was the largest 
gay-owned producer of erotic 
films in the world. One of the 
things that makes Falcon unique 
is that it’s the only porn company 
that functions as a philanthropic 
organization, as the Bay Area Re¬ 
porters John F. Karr wrote in April 
2001. The Chuck Holmes Foun¬ 
dation was established to con¬ 
tribute to causes that Holmes be¬ 
lieved in, and before his death 
Holmes was active in the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund and other 
gay rights organizations. 

The LGBT Community Center 
in San Francisco is named after 
Holmes; the estate made a $1 mil-

lion pledge to the center. 

“We just gave $25,000 to Thom 
Lynch,” Mahaffey said, referring to 
the center’s new executive direc¬ 
tor. The money was a payment on 
the donation. Mahaffey said he’s 
in the process of getting on a reg¬ 
ular payment schedule to meet the 
foundation’s pledge obligation to 
the community center. 

“They will be the recipient of 
future money,” Mahaffey said. 

“They’re being incredibly sup¬ 
portive,” Lynch said. 

“The great thing about work¬ 
ing here is that the majority of 
profits go back to the communi¬ 
ty,” Montgomery added. 

Falcon also contributes to var¬ 
ious HIV charities, such as the re¬ 
cent Real Bad Party, and often 
provides items for silent auctions 
at various AIDS fundraisers. 

The company is excited about 
the future. 

“It’s good, clean, dirty fun,” 
Montgomery said of the movies 
Falcon produces. 

Both Montgomery and Mahaf¬ 
fey emphasized that all Falcon 
brand films “promote safe sex, re¬ 
sponsible sex.” 

Prior to joining Falcon, Mont¬ 
gomery, founded Montgomery 
Consulting Partners, a provider of 
business and strategic planning 
services for such clients as high 
tech service provider WebEx 
Communications, and software 
vendor Newscale Technologies. 
He is a 15-year veteran of the 
healthcare and hi-tech industries. 

Mahaffey, a financial executive, 
is a 25-year industry veteran and 
protege of Holmes. Since joining 
Falcon in 1996, he has served as 
controller, vice president of fi¬ 
nance, and most recently, vice 
president and chief financial offi¬ 
cer. Throughout his tenure, Ma¬ 
haffey has played a prominent role 
in implementing Holmes’s artistic 
vision. 

New movie 

Drenched, which stars Falcon 
Lifetime Exclusive Matthew Rush, 
and is directed by Chi Chi LaRue, 
will be released later this month; 
customers can preorder on the 
Web site. The film, which also 
stars Falcon Exclusives Josh West¬ 
on, Brad Patton, Tommy Brandt, 
Andrew Phillips, Tyler Gunn, and 
Bobby Williams, was shot on loca¬ 
tion in Hawaii. The average bud¬ 


get for a Falcon film is $88,000, 
Mahaffey said, although Falcon 
brand films, such as Drenched, 
sometimes exceed $100,000. 

“It seems like we’re always over 
budget,” Mahaffey laughed. 

The movie was shot over two 
and a half weeks and will be re¬ 
leased in two parts, each contain¬ 
ing two DVDs - one with the film 
and another one with extras. It’s 
the most elaborate Falcon movie 
yet because of the DVD extras, 
which include a director’s com¬ 
mentary and outtakes. The retail 
price for each part will be $79.50, 
though orders for Web subscribers 
and mail order customers are 
priced lower. 

“Director Max Phillips is 
working on the DVD extras now,” 
Mahaffey said. “They’re funny and 
there’s a lot of them.” 

In terms of the models who 
work for Falcon, Mahaffey said 
the company is competitive, and 
pays their exclusives “a premium 
amount” in order to retain exclu¬ 
sive rights. 

“They have the ability to use 
that exclusiveness for public ap¬ 
pearances,” he said. “We take pride 
in grooming our models a certain 
way, but there’s no prerequisite to 
being in our stable. There’s not a 
formula you can pinpoint.” 

And Falcon is always looking 
for new talent. 

"Everyone in this industry has 
a life span of three to four years,” 
Montgomery said. 

“We look for the boy next 
door. Someone who’s clean cut 
and attractive, yet approachable 
and virile.” 

Falcon makes about 20 films a 
year, a figure that includes all stu¬ 
dio brands. 

“We don’t like to go over that, 
it compromises our time,” Mahaf¬ 
fey said. 

Post-production work is done 
at the San Francisco office, which 
also houses the art department, fi¬ 
nance operations, online services, 
and customer service representa¬ 
tives. 

Falcon has branched off into a 
successful Internet presence as 
well. Subscribers pay a $29.50 
monthly fee, which entitles them 
to Web exclusives and discounts 
on movies. Falcon also will soon 
launch pay-per-view streaming 
video on its Web site, something

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Amnesty International pushing

JI s lawmakers in the Philip- 
jfj t pines debate the passage of 
mm. a gay rights bill, two gay 
rights activists from Manila visit¬ 
ed California last month to drum 
up political and financial support 
from the state’s gay Asian and Pa¬ 
cific Islander population. 

After attending her organiza¬ 
tion’s international meeting in 
Mexico, Jessica Umanos Soto, the 
executive director of Amnesty In¬ 
ternational Philippines, traveled 
to San Francisco and Los Angeles 
to meet with local API leaders and 
seek support for the gay rights bill. 

Soto, who took over the lead¬ 
ership of AI Philippines six years 
ago, has pushed her agency to be¬ 
come more active in her country’s 
gay rights struggle. It has been no 
easy task in the predominantly 
Catholic country. 

“We have to live what we 
preach. We are actively campaign¬ 
ing on gay rights issues as human 
rights issues,” said Soto, who met 
with members of the Gay Asian 
Pacific Alliance over dinner in the 
Castro on Tuesday, August 26. 
“Campaigning for gay issues 
opens an avenue for our members 
to change their attitudes about 
gays and lesbians. It also opened 
for us for membership because 
gays and lesbians saw the organi¬ 
zation as a place that could be 
their home.” 


Soto, who is married and has 
four children, has helped forge 
strong ties with numerous Philip¬ 
pines-based gay groups and hired 
Dax DeCastro, 24 and openly gay, 
as AI Philippine’s coordinator for 
LGBT groups. Her agency also 
helps to organize Manila’s gay 
Pride, and this November, the 
agency is co-hosting the Interna¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Associa¬ 
tion conference in Manila. 

The top priority for Manila’s 
gay rights activists is passage of 
H.B. 2784, commonly called the 


anti-discrimination bill. It seeks to 
criminalize discriminatory prac¬ 
tices and policies against Filipino 
homosexuals. The Committee on 
Human Rights of the House of 
Representatives “approved in prin¬ 
ciple” what could be the first leg¬ 
islative measure on LGBT human 
rights in the country, and it now 
awaits passage by the full Congress. 

“It is the first bill to talk about 
LGBT people. We are optimistic. 
We can only be optimistic,” said 
Soto. 

If approved, the law would ban 
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such discriminatory practices as 
policies of some schools that pro¬ 
hibit the admission of gay appli¬ 
cants and the use of homosexual¬ 
ity as a cause or reason for the dis¬ 
missal of lesbian and gay employ¬ 
ees. It also intends to punish med¬ 
ical institutions and commercial 
establishments that refuse or mal¬ 
treat Filipino homosexuals. 

The anti-discrimination bill is 
authored by Akbayan Representa¬ 
tive Loretta Ann Rosales and was 
formulated after a series of innov¬ 
ative dialogues with LAGABLAB, 
or the Lesbian and Gay Legislative 
Advocacy Network. The acronym 
is a Philippine word which means 
flame, noted DeCastro. 

“The anti-discrimination bill 
has made history. It is the first 
LGBT bill to make it this far in 


Philippines,” said DeCastro. “It is 
the first to receive significant sup¬ 
port from legislators.” 

However, Soto said the bill 
right now is not a priority for the 
Congress and the Senate. She said 
other bills dealing with anti-ter¬ 
rorism anti-trafficking are getting 
more attention from legislators. 

“It is very challenging for us to 
get- concrete support,” said Soto. 
“If we had letters from the LGBT 
community in San Francisco it 
would add more pressure for leg¬ 
islators to pass the bill.”

nominees for the position of chief 
probation officer. Connolly, along 
with three other commissioners, 
had maintained he never used 
such language against Ricci, who 
is a Filipina American. 

“I am glad the independent in¬ 
vestigation revealed what I always 
have known,” Connolly told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

The infighting among com¬ 
missioners landed on the front 
pages of the South San Francisco- 
based Philippine News. The paper 
ran an editorial that used antigay 
language to attack Connolly’s 
character. 

The editorial, written by man¬ 
aging editor Beting Laygo Dolor, 
referred to Connolly as a “closet 
homosexual, cross dresser, and 
racist lunatic.” 

After the B.A.R. inquired about 
the editorial, the paper said it 
would apologize for its comments 


and did not mean to offend the gay 
community. Connolly has de¬ 
manded the paper run a retraction. 

In a front page story titled 
“Connolly seeks apology from 
Philippine News” on August 13, the 
paper defended the editorial and 
said it would not run a retraction. 

“A re-reading of the editorial, 
however, indicates that the words 
in question did not directly or in¬ 
directly refer to Connolly. It instead 
sought to find out more about the 
commissioner,” wrote Dolor. 

Dolor wrote that the newspa¬ 
per refuses to apologize for the ed¬ 
itorial in question, but that it had 
“offered an apology to the gay 
community for any misunder¬ 
standing over the editorial.” 

Connolly said this week he still 
wants a retraction. 

“I want a retraction and they 
refuse to give it to me,” he said. “As 
far as I am concerned the Philip- 
pinesrNews has never fairly report¬ 
ed this dispute.” 

Dolor could not be reached for

exaggerated the importance of 
race and health. 

“I’ve seen some studies recent¬ 
ly where there are some real dan¬ 
gers to make determinations 
about a person’s health or medical 
circumstances based on race. That 
is, it is far more important to be 
looking at genetics,” he said, 
adding that an individual’s family 
history of disease is what’s of 
paramount interest to doctors. 

“I honestly believe it’s not 
about health. Those people who 
are fighting this initiative are the 
civil rights advocates who really 
want to keep racial consciousness 
high on the radar screen because 
that’s how you get members. 
There are those in the education¬ 
al cartel. And the way you get 
more money from the Legislature 
is to talk about the fact that our 
poor underrepresented minorities 
are falling behind. ... The only 
way the opposition can defeat this 
initiative is find some issue that 
will grab the public’s attention 
and frighten people so they say, 
‘Oh God, I can’t vote for that.’” 

Connerly also noted that de¬ 
spite concerns raised from many 
in the health field, Proposition 54 
allows for the collection of racial 
data when it is a condition of ap¬ 
plying for a grant from the feder¬ 
al government. 

Connerly believes the media 
has been very unfair to Proposi¬ 
tion 54 because it let the claims of 
those who use scare tactics go un¬ 
challenged. 

“The media has a hard time 
thinking about things in different 
ways. I would concede that Propo¬ 
sition 54 is asking us as a society 


to think about race in a different 
way. It is causing us to reexamine 
not only how we deal with race in 
the public domain but to question 
what is it. ‘What is a black person?’ 
It’s hard for the media to get com¬ 
fortable with that paradigm. The 
media lives on data. You look at 
most of the stories, and you take 
away the data and the story begins 
to fall apart. So the media is part 
of that coalition that opposes the 
initiative.” 

Although some say that racial 
data is necessary to fight discrim¬ 
ination, Connerly counters that 
the data by itself can’t prove dis¬ 
crimination. He explained that 
some groups culturally drifted to 
certain professions or interests. As 
an example, Connerly explained 
his experience growing up in a 
poor black neighborhood in 
Sacramento and playing a lot of 
basketball because that was part of 
the culture among his peers. He 
said that cultural difference ex¬ 
plains why blacks overall have sur¬ 
passed whites in basketball. He 
also noted that Asian families cul¬ 
turally have tended to emphasize 
academic matters. 

“No one who is familiar with 
California would say that black 
people do not have access to edu¬ 
cation. Colleges are bending over 
backwards to get them in. Even to 
the extent of breaking the law. But 
for some reason [academic 
achievement] does not rise to the 
level of importance as it does 
among people who are Chinese or 
Japanese,” he said. 

Connerly explained that race is 
getting to be more and more a 
hazy issue in California where 
more people are born now to 
mixed race parents than to two 
black parents. 

“At the University of California 
the most rapid growing segment 


of our student population consists 
of those who decline to state. And 
many of those are students who 
don’t neatly fit into one box or the 
other. And then you have this 
rapidly growing population of 
those we consider in California to 
be Latinos and in other states to 
be Hispanics, but 47 percent of 
them check white. So here you 
have a rapidly growing demo¬ 
graphic group that really doesn’t 
fit into any racial group. They can 
be of American Indian ancestry, 
they can be white, they can be 
black. The system is literally 
crushing under its own weight.” 

Connerly explained that more 
and more people have a visceral 
reaction against checking boxes 
that ask for race. 

“We all know deep down that 
we’re all blended in some way. 
And in our country, the history of 
race makes us all a little suspect, 
when somebody says, ‘What is 
your race?’ 

“When all of this is said and 
done, we have a very fundamental 
question to ask. The other side 
often says,‘The colorblind ideal is a 
great one but we’re just not there 
yet.’ Well, if you believe it’s a great 
one, then when do we begin? Does 
every ounce of discrimination have 
to be purged from our society, 
every ounce? So if not now, when? 

“The initiative is a very moder¬ 
ate one. ... There are many, so 
many exemptions that many of 
my proponents are saying, ‘What 
is it going to do?”’ 

LGBT opposition 

Geoff Kors, the executive di¬ 
rector of Equality California, a 
statewide LGBT rights organiza¬ 
tion, told the B.A.R. that although 
he appreciates Connerly’s support 
of gay rights, it’s important, he 
said, for the LGBT community to 
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stand up with ethnic minorities to 
oppose Proposition 54. 

“These proposition measures, 
Proposition 187 [designed to cut 
off benefits to illegal immigrants], 
Proposition 22, Proposition 54, 
are targeted to pick off communi¬ 
ties one at a time,” Kors said. “So 
by working together, we can hope¬ 
fully stop that trend because we 
can’t win without the support of 
other communities so we have to 
be there for them.” 

Leno echoed Kors’s call for sol¬ 
idarity with ethnic minorities. 


“If we let the radical right pass 
Proposition 54, completely expect 
to see another proposition that 
would also extend the exclusion of 
data collecting to sexual orienta¬ 
tion and gender identity,” Leno 
said. “Ward Connerly lives in a 
dream world and we have to de¬ 
feat Proposition 54 to ensure that 
his dream world doesn’t become 
our living nightmare. Some ex¬ 
tremists burn books. Other ex¬ 
tremists prevent those books from 
being written, that’s what we’re 
dealing with in Proposition 54.” ▼

Trent Thornley, garnered a 
$175,000 settlement for a Viet¬ 
namese family living in an illegal 
in-law unit “just covered in mold,” 
said Lifschitz. The children had de¬ 
veloped asthma as a result of the 
mold’s toxicity, said Lifschitz, and 
what began as a family not being 
able to afford an eviction from the 
unhealthy quarters is now a fami¬ 
ly with their own home and a col¬ 
lege fund for their children. 

A similar case - involving a Fil¬ 
ipino immigrant struggling to 
support her elderly mother and 
young son in an allegedly decrepit 
in-law unit in Hunters Point - is 
still pending. 

Lifschitz has been able to make 
a living from cases like these while 
simultaneously helping more mar¬ 
ginalized people, particularly im¬ 
migrants and low-income people 
who tend to be taken advantage of 
by landlords. He represents these 
families on a contingency basis, 
meaning he makes no money until 
a settlement is secured. 

“It was a very good fit for me,” 
he said, adding that being gay and 
Jewish influenced his career path 
“as a minority now in a position 
where I can empower other peo¬ 
ple. It’s all a little bit related.” 


The California Young Lawyers 
Association is a bit less modest 
when describing his achievements. 

“Eric recognized a means of 
providing empowerment to the 
disadvantaged through the legal 
profession. In taking on toxic 
mold cases, he has combined his 
passion for the sciences with his 
compassion for low-income fami¬ 
lies who face legal injustices. This 
holistic combination has led to a 
prospering legal practice that pro¬ 
vides full legal access to an under¬ 
served community,” the organiza¬ 
tion stated in its announcement 
about the award. 

CYLA is a part of the state bar 
association, and lawyers under the 
age of 36 are automatically en¬ 
rolled as members. CYLA’s 
Berman Award is named for an at¬ 
torney by that name who provided 
a substantial amount of pro bono 
legal assistance to clients in need. 
Berman was killed in the 101 Cal¬ 
ifornia Street shootings in 1993. 

This year’s Berman Award will 
be presented by California 
Supreme Court Justice Kathryn 
Mickle Werdegar. 

Lifschitz said the award and the 
evening will be “very exciting.” ▼

Falcon Studios 
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Mahaffey said younger customers 
seem to want. 

“There is a shift,” Mahaffey 
said, explaining that some cus¬ 
tomers are open to viewing con¬ 
tent online. 

Falcon currently offers both 
DVD and VHS formats, and Ma¬ 
haffey said DVD is rapidly be¬ 
coming the product of choice. 

“A year ago, it was 60 percent 
VHS and 40 percent DVD sales,” 
he said. “Now it’s shifting, and 
we’re at about 55 percent DVD 
and 45 percent video.” 

Staying abreast of changes in 
the industry is one of the biggest 



jobs, Mahaffey said, and Falcon is 
up to that challenge. 

“The Internet opened horizons 
for everyone,” he said, in explain¬ 
ing Falcon’s upcoming redesigned 
Web page and features. “Our con¬ 
tent is really impulsive, and when 
you log on, it’s right there.” 

Yet another Web exclusive is 
Falcon TV, a feature that is broad¬ 
cast live monthly and is available 
to “red level” members. During the 
Webcasts, Mahaffey will take ques¬ 
tions from viewers and pose them 
to a Falcon star. The show is done 
from the San Francisco office, and 
is growing in popularity. T

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A few things to know about speed

T here’s been a lot of attention 
in the last few months ad¬ 
dressing the many dangers 
of methamphetamine use and its 
contribution to the significant in¬ 
crease in new cases of HIV and 
other sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases, particularly gonorrhea and 
syphilis. In writing a regular 
health column, it is not in my in¬ 
terest, nor is it in yours, to guilt or 
shame people into giving up un¬ 
safe practices. As a health educa¬ 
tor, I believe it is my job to provide 
people with the information they 
need to make informed decisions 
that hopefully result in improved 
health or serve to diminish poten¬ 
tial harm. So this particular col¬ 
umn is all about facts; facts about 
methamphetamine. What you do 
with them is your decision. It’s all 
about weighing your priorities. 
And in my opinion, with a very 
few exceptions, life is what you 


make of it. 

Whatever you may believe, 
facts are in: 

• One quarter of gay/bisexual 
men who tested positive for 
syphilis reported recent speed use. 

• Gay/bisexual men with rectal 
gonorrhea were three times (that’s 
300 percent) more likely to have 
recently used speed. 

• Thirty-nine percent of non¬ 
speed using gay men having re¬ 
ceptive anal intercourse say they 
always use a condom, compared 
to 24 percent of gay men who use 
speed. 

Those smart enough to use a 
condom while using speed aren’t 
completely out of hot water. Con¬ 
doms are nearly twice as likely to 
break when sex and speed are in¬ 
volved. This is likely due to the 
fact that one of speed’s most at¬ 
tractive features is its ability to 
allow you to have longer and more 
intense sex than without it. 

In this culture of youth and 
vanity, we are constantly bom¬ 


barded with media that directly 
associates our self-worth with 
how good we look. Arguably, gay 
men, more than any other group, 
face the greatest amount of this 
pressure. Toward that end, we 
work out constantly, eliminate any 
extra dietary fat, eat overpriced 
organic produce, and ‘shun all 
sorts of preservatives and addi¬ 
tives. Ironically, many of us (at 
least 40 percent of gay men in 
San Francisco), think 
nothing of inhaling or in¬ 
jecting hydrochloric and 
battery acids, drain clean¬ 
er, lye, and antifreeze into 
our bodies. As many of you 
may already 
know, these are 
the compounds 
commonly used 
to make methamphetamine. 

With regard to the connection 
between speed and STDs, here is 
some data: It is now estimated 
that gay men in California who 
use speed are twice as likely to be 
positive than gay men who don’t 
use it. For those who are already 
positive the risks are just as clear. 
In those bodies that are in need of 
extra protection and care, the use 
of speed only worsens an already 
compromised immune system. 
The result is in an increase in viral 
load and decrease in T-cells. 

Speed and HIV 

Speed can have indirect, but 
just as serious, effects on your 
HIV. In the euphoria and result¬ 
ing crash associated with speed 
use, it’s not only easy to forget to 
take your HIV medications, it’s 
predictable. The absolute truth is 
that if you’re on HIV medications 
you need to be at least 95 percent 
adherent in order to prevent de¬ 
veloping genetic mutations in the 
HIV that allow it to become resis¬ 
tant to the medications. Even 
more serious is the fact that some 
types of mutations can rule out 
an entire class of drugs, possibly 
leaving you with very few treat¬ 
ment options. The bottom line is 
this, if you’re not gonna take your 
meds 95 percent of the time, 
you’re doing more harm to your 
body than if you didn’t take them 
at all. 

On a related note, if you use 
speed and take HIV medications, 
there are a few things you should 
be aware of. Liver function can be 
impaired by HIV, and for those 
with hepatitis B or C infection this 
is even more of a problem. The 
liver serves as a detoxifier and 
when it is suffering, it can be diffi¬ 
cult for it to break down medica¬ 
tions or toxins, such as speed. As a 
result, drugs such as speed remain 
in the body longer, and at higher 
concentrations than they would in 
people without these conditions. 
You may be taking more of a drug 
than your body can handle with¬ 
out even realizing it. 


HIV medications, particularly 
protease inhibitors, have a similar 
effect. Two protease inhibitors, 
Norvir (ritonavir) and Saquinavir 
(fortovase and invirase), are espe¬ 
cially known to slow the break¬ 
down of many drugs. This is why 
they are often used in conjunction 
with other HIV medications, to 
boost their effectiveness. These 
drugs can also boost the 
amount of speed in your 
blood by two to three 
times the amount that 
would be present if you 
were not taking these med¬ 
ications. Therefore, if you 
take protease inhibitors, 
you might 
want to think 
about elimi¬ 
nating, or at 
least minimizing your use of 
speed. At the very least, it’s clearly 
a good idea to use less of it at any 
given time. 

Many people already know 
that it can cause a severe, possibly 
lethal drop in blood pressure to 
mix poppers with Viagra. Not 
many people know that Norvir 
(ritonavir) and drugs that contain 
it, such as Kaletra, also have inter¬ 
actions with Viagra. It’s very com¬ 
mon to use Viagra in addition to 
speed when having sex. Viagra 
counteracts the effect that speed 
has in making erections more dif¬ 
ficult. If you take Norvir, and are 
using speed and Viagra, be sure to 
use a 25 mg dose (not the big 100 
mg pill - which you can split in 
half and half again) and never 
take more than one dose in 48 
hours. 

Speed and the brain 

Now a few words on speed and 
the brain. Most of us know the 
short-term effects of speed, the 
reasons why people take it in the 
first place. These include a eu¬ 
phoric sense of well-being as well 
as a reduced appetite, dehydra¬ 
tion, and increased body temper¬ 
ature. Not everyone is as familiar 
with speed’s long-term effects. 
These include addiction, stroke, 
heart beat irregularities, violent 
behavior, anxiety, confusion, and 
honest to goodness paranoia. Sin¬ 
gle doses of methamphetamine 
have been known to cause damage 
to nerve terminals and long-term 
use can cause damage to 
dopamine receptors. 

For those with a more limited 
knowledge of anatomy, the brain 
is composed of billions of cells 
called neurons (nerve cells). These 
carry the electrical signals through 
a variety of different chemicals 
(called neurotransmitters) that 
make up our voluntary and invol¬ 
untary thoughts. Speed has the ef¬ 
fect it does because it chemically 
resembles two of these neuro- 
transmitters: dopamine and nor¬ 
epinephrine, and forces the neu¬ 
rons to release these neurotrans¬ 
mitters in extra large amounts. 
Speed also interferes with the 
process in which they are natural¬ 
ly broken down. 

Short-term use of speed re¬ 
sults in a temporary reduction in 
the availability of these neuro¬ 
transmitters, commonly known 
as “crashing.” This is what causes 
the depression that is so common 
following speed use. In my per¬ 
sonal experience, at least half the 
gay men I know are taking anti¬ 
depressant medications. These 
medications work to regulate and 
correct shortages of neurotrans¬ 
mitters. If you’re taking antide¬ 
pressants and use speed, you’re 
pretty much wasting your time. 
You can’t expect your medica¬ 
tions to help when you keep un¬ 


dermining the way that they 
work. 

Long-term use of speed can re¬ 
sult in serious damage to neurons, 
impairing their ability to trans¬ 
port dopamine. The result is a 
condition very much like Parkin¬ 
son’s disease, which is also caused 
by a lack of dopamine. For those 
unfamiliar with Parkinson’s, some 
of the symptoms include dimin¬ 
ished cognitive function (reduced 
ability to think) and impaired 
motor functioning (inability to 
move properly). 

There is some good news. Re¬ 
cent research has shown that 
methamphetamine users who 
were able to stay off the drug for 
at least nine months, showed sig¬ 
nificant improvement in their 
ability to produce dopamine, 
probably because these neurons 
had not yet been damaged beyond 
recovery. The bad news is that in 
this same study, though dopamine 
function improved, there wasn’t 
really much of an improvement in 
cognitive function. 

So that’s the story on metham¬ 
phetamine, or at least as much in¬ 
formation as I can provide you 
with here. If you doubt in any way 
that speed has become a serious 
problem, consider the fact that 
there is at least a month’s wait for 
anyone trying to get into a meth 
rehab program in San Francisco. 
It is my (educated) opinion that 
methamphetamine, dose for dose, 
is the most physically harmful 
drug out there. Even heroin, with 
its incredible potential for addic¬ 
tion and great risk of overdose, 
does far less direct damage to the 
body. The answer of course, is not 
to switch to using heroin, but to 
give some thought to what speed 
is actually doing to your mind and 
body. The confidence and sexual 
intensity that come with using 
speed are powerful lures for many 
gay men. Unfortunately, people 
don’t usually stop using a drug 
they really like unless they can see 
that their life is better in some 
way(s) without it. Whether you 
choose to quit, or just use speed 
more intelligently, is ultimately 
your decision alone. T

In fact, Palmieri has been using 
his time in the media spotlight to 
tell voters to vote “no” on the re¬ 
call and “yes” for Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor Cruz Bustamante. 

“Everyone should vote no on 
the recall and after that they 
should not vote for me but for the 
strongest Democratic candidate 
who is for gay rights, a woman’s 
right to choose and hate crimes 
legislation, gun control, and who 
opposes a constitutional amend¬ 
ment banning gay marriage. The 
closest one at the present time ap¬ 
pears to be” Bustamante, Palmieri 
said. 

Gay GOPer 

Then there is James Vandeven- 
ter Jr., a 40-year-old openly gay

our individual physicians,” even 
though AHF’s letter to the FDA 
claims that the drug is unsafe. 

Not only does AHF stock the 
drug in its pharmacies, according 
to Glaxo’s numbers, AHF physi¬ 
cians prescribe Trizivir at rates 
that are higher than the national 
average. 

Weinstein said they placed the 
ads in Washington, and Los Ange¬ 
les because “people who are getting 
Trizivir are not being properly no¬ 
tified what the concerns are.... Peo¬ 
ple who go to doctors who don’t 
see many AIDS patients are not 
going to be up on these things.” 

He conceded, however, that 
most people who read the ads in 
gay papers in those two cities 
probably do go to AIDS specialists. 

“The other reason why we’re 
running the ad is to put addition¬ 
al pressure on the FDA to move 
on this as quickly as possible.” We¬ 
instein argued that with the large 
arsenal of approved HIV medica¬ 
tions available for combinations, 
“These fixed dose combinations 
really ought to be held to a higher 
standard.” 

“I have a problem with Glaxo,” 
Weinstein said, “I think that they 
are a rogue company. I think that 
they committed the original sin in 
AIDS drug development by pirat¬ 
ing AZT from the NIH [a court 
decided that was not the case] and 
then charging 32 times the cost of 
production. I think that they are 
responsible for millions of lives 
being lost the world over by pric¬ 
ing at those levels. 

“The bottom line is that Glaxo 
dominates the market and they 
never discovered anything. And 


car salesman from Los Angeles, 
who is seriously campaigning for 
the job. As a Republican. 

“I came from Oklahoma. I 
moved here in 1995 and hadn’t 
accepted being gay. Everyone in 
Oklahoma is just a Republican. I 
was raised in a staunch conserva¬ 
tive environment. I never changed 
my party affiliation,” said Vande- 
venter, who swears he is 90 per¬ 
cent Democratic and only 10 per¬ 
cent Republican. 

Like Palmieri, Vandeventer 
doesn’t agree that Davis should be 
recalled and likens the election to 
a coup d’etat by Republicans. 

“I just have a fear that we have 
the Bush administration that is 
trying to, how can you put it nice¬ 
ly ... the Bush administration is 
trying to hijack the state of Cali¬ 
fornia for next year’s presidential 
race,” he said. “They can deny it all 
they want, but we are not stupid 


they continue to peddle stuff that 
is harmful.” AHF has filed lawsuits 
and taken other action directed 
against GSK over the last few years. 

“We believe that AHF is acting 
very irresponsibly by petitioning 
the FDA to take Trizivir off the 
market,” said GSK spokeswoman 
Nancy Pekarek. “Essentially this 
would deny patients and physi¬ 
cians a very important tool in the 
fight against AIDS. 

“The biggest concern that we 
have is that patients who are on 
Trizivir and are being very well 
managed will be misled by what 
are inflammatory comments by 
AHF and will stop treatment,” she 
said. 

“The call to remove Trizivir 
from the market is not supported 
by the data,” said Gregg Gonzales, 
policy director with the Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis in New York City. 

There is a great difference be¬ 
tween the NIH saying that one 
drug regimen is less effective than 
another, and AHF’s charge that 
the drug is “unsafe.” And by the 
time it ran the ad, AHF had tem¬ 
pered its language to say, “Trizivir 
didn’t protect patients as well as 
some other combinations of med¬ 
icines.” 

“It’s irresponsible and danger¬ 
ous to put out medical advice in 
press releases and sensational ad 
campaigns,” added Bob Huff, a 
New York City activist who edits 
the GMHC health publications. 
“How might people who are 
doing well on Trizivir react when 
they see this ad? Stop taking their 
meds? Panic?” 

There are anecdotal reports 
that some patients have reacted 
that way after seeing the news re¬ 
lease that AHF put out when it 
asked the FDA to withdraw 
Trizivir. It was distributed by some 


people.” 

However, if voters want to re¬ 
call the governor, then Vandeven¬ 
ter said they should elect him as 
their new leader. 

“I don’t agree with the way the 
recall came about two months 
after Gray Davis was elected. On 
the other hand, it is what the peo¬ 
ple want. I am respecting that,” he 
said. “The politicians have forgot¬ 
ten how we elect them. It is time 
to rattle their cages and make 
them understand we feed their 
families. It is time to make them 
understand they need to make us 
number one again.” 

Vandeventer put up $100,000 
of his own money toward the race 
and launched his own Web site, 
votevandeventer.com, though his 
campaign’s phone number was in¬ 
correctly listed on the site until 
last week when a reporter pointed 
out the discrepancy. 


AIDS listservs on the Internet. 

Dr. Princy Kumar, an AIDS 
physician at Georgetown Univer¬ 
sity, acknowledged that Trizivir 
“may not be the gold standard” 
for treating HIV, but she called it 
“a Valuable drug for a lot of my 
patients” because of issues of safe¬ 
ty, compliance, side effects, drug 
interactions, and co-payments. 

“I have problems with every 
drug,” she said, that’s why it is nec¬ 
essary to have a variety of options 
available so that the doctor and 
patient can find the regimen that 
works best for each individual. 
Kumar called the ad “confusing 
and disturbing” because it threat¬ 
ens to disrupt that interaction. 

Dr. Douglas Ward, a physician 
in Washington, D.C., with a large 
HIV practice, called the ad “sensa¬ 
tionalism which is counterpro¬ 
ductive.” 

“I’ve never been a big fan of a 
triple nuc regimen, I never start a 
naive patient on one, though I do 
have some patients that I have 
‘simplified’ to a triple nuc regi¬ 
men,” he said. “There is a place for 
Trizivir in certain patient popula¬ 
tions, and the success rate in other 
trials is not all that bad. 

“To take out an ad calling for 
the withdrawal of Trizivir is ex¬ 
treme,” said Ward. “I don’t see 
them trying to ban Hivid or even 
nelfinavir, which in an intent-to- 
treat analysis would probably 
come out worse than Trizivir.” 

Ken Haller, president of the 
Gay and Lesbian Medical Associa¬ 
tion, questioned the way that GSK 
is marketing Trizivir, and also the 
“inflammatory” character of the 
AHF ad. “If they feel that Glaxo’s 
ads are misleading, then perhaps 
they should look at their own ads, 
and try to raise the level of dis¬ 
course a bit.” T

Kors, told the Bay Area Reporter, 
adding that he hoped 
Schwarzenegger would comment 
on that incident to clear up any 
concerns that the act wasn’t com¬ 
pletely consensual. 

Jeff Bissiri, director of the 
state’s Log Cabin Republicans, 
said he was not necessarily of¬ 
fended by the actor’s remarks. 

“I think it is unfortunate the F- 
word was used,” said Bissiri. “But 
if you look at what he was saying, 
it is very positive at a time when 
people weren’t so positive about 
gays. I am heartened by what he 
was really saying.” 

The Log Cabin members will be 
meeting in two weeks to decide on 
an endorsement in the race. 
Whether they endorse Schwarz¬ 
enegger remains to be seen, but the 


group is certain not to come out for 
a Democrat. Under its bylaws the 
club can only endorse Republicans. 

James Vandeventer Jr., a gay 
man running to replace Davis as a 
Republican, said he was “not real¬ 
ly offended” by the comments. 

“I came from a very conserva¬ 
tive state and lived with that ver¬ 
biage for many years,” said Vande¬ 
venter, who grew up in Okla¬ 
homa. “I’m not condoning what 
he said but obviously times have 
changed. I don’t think you would 
catch Arnold saying that today. 
You are grasping at straws if you 
want to bellyache about some¬ 
thing Arnold said 20 years ago be¬ 
cause he used the term ‘fag.’” 

However, Ronald Jason 
Palmieri, a gay Democrat also on 
the recall ballot, took a more crit¬ 
ical stance against Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger’s comments. 

“Trent Lott lost his power posi¬ 
tion in the Senate for saying things 


a lot less offensive,” said Palmieri, 
referring to Lott stepping down as 
Senate majority leader earlier this 
year after praising the late senator 
Strom Thurmond who opposed 
racial integration when he ran for 
president decades ago. “If the quo¬ 
tation had been a racial slur rather 
than a slur against gay people his 
candidacy would be over.” 

Kors and Leno said 
Schwarzenegger’s stand on LGBT 
issues is what’s most important 
now. On Wednesday, August 27, 
Schwarzenegger came out against 
gay marriage although he said he 
supports domestic partnerships. 

Governor Gray Davis, the 
focus of the recall campaign, is 
also opposed to gay marriage. 
Last month, Davis, who has sup¬ 
ported domestic partnerships, an¬ 
nounced that he would sign 
AB205, which expands rights and 
responsibilities to domestic part- 
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“This race is driving me crazy,” 
he said. “We are taking it day by 
day, stage by' stage, to see where 
the campaign is going to go.” 

According to his campaign site, 
Vandeventer is pro-choice, pro¬ 
guns, pro-environment, support¬ 
ive of same-sex unions, and 
against pork-barrel spending on 
special interests. He also states, 
“We should do everything in our 
power to stop illegal immigration 
and secure our borders. However, 
to those hardworking people who 
have been here five years or more, 
who may even have children born 
in this country, we should grant 
them amnesty and allow them to 
become a legitimate part of this 
society.” 

Vandeventer and his domestic 
partner of seven years, James 
Welch, who dubbed their rela¬ 
tionship “The Jim and James 
Show,” came to the Bay Area last 
Saturday to meet with nearly 40 
other second-tier candidates on 
the ballot. The meeting took place 
aboard the USS Hornet in Alame¬ 
da. 

Prior to that, on Friday, Vande¬ 
venter saw his chiropractor be¬ 
cause he had thrown his back out 
recently. He said he had taken a 
misstep and that it was not related 
to the stress of the campaign. 

Despite his back pain, Vande¬ 
venter was in good spirits, boast¬ 
ing about his placement in a GOP 
straw poll taken online. 

“We came in third, behind 
[state Senator Tom] McClintock 
and [Arnold] Schwarzenegger,” he 
said. 

Granted he only garnered 42 


votes compared to McClintock’s 
2,686 and Schwarzenegger’s 233. 
But the practically unknown Van¬ 
deventer did top Bill Simon, who 
received 29 votes but dropped out 
of the recall race last month, and 
Peter Ueberroth, a businessman 
man and chairman of the 1984 
L.A. Olympics, who registered 19 
votes in the poll. 

His showing in the straw poll 
only bolstered Vandeventer’s re¬ 
solve to stay m the race. When 
asked if he believes he has a shot 
at winning, he said “definitely, 100 
percent.” 

He criticized Palmieri for not 
being a serious candidate in the 
race. 

“If you didn’t get into the race 
to run you shouldn’t run,” he said. 

Palmieri in turn has mocked 
Vandeventer for his backtracking 
on being a Republican. 

“He is a gay Republican, which 
is an oxymoron. He has some 
lame excuse that since he is a reg¬ 
istered Republican that is why he 
is running as a Republican. I think 
his candidacy is a joke,” said 
Palmieri. “He also wants people to 
vote for him, which is a joke.” 

Calling the entire recall process 
absurd, Palmieri said he fears the 
other candidates are stealing votes 
away from the defeat of the recall 
and, ultimately, the election of a 
strong liberal Democratic candi¬ 
date. 

“For that they should be 
ashamed of themselves and are 
only doing it for self-aggrandize¬ 
ment,” he said. “For those people 
who think they can win, they are 
bordering on the psychotic.” ▼

A s if last month’s aquatic ac- 
Jyl complishments at IGLA 
2003 weren’t enough, here’s 
an amazing story. 

Local distance swimmer Duke 
Dahlin swam the English 
Channel. 

Fulfilling a long-term 
goal, and making up for a 
previous attempt two years 
ago, the 55-year-old swam 
from England to France on 
August 8, joining thousands of 
others in the feat, but 
being the only openly 
gay male swimmer to 
do it. 

Traveling to Europe 
with coach John Ot- 
tersberg along the route of his 
swim, he had a small crew of 
friends and professionals for sup¬ 
port. 

“You hire a fishing boat,” 
Dahlin explained. Pilot Lance 
Oram ran the boat, with a crew 
member on board, as well as an 
official observer, and his partner, 
Joel Smart. 

Despite the close proximity of 
his crew, “No one’s allowed to 


touch you,” Dahlin said. 

But he did have eat and drink. 
“We jumped off at 7:30 in the 
morning, and I swam for an 
hour,” before dining on the 
strange nutritional substance 
known as “Goo.” 

For hydration, he said, “Some¬ 
body would pass me a bottle tied 
to a rope. That’s all 
they can do. They 
pass the Goo with a 
stick. It’s like being a fish.” 

With his “feed times” 
being only a total of 13 min¬ 
utes, it took Dahlin 14 hours, 
37 minutes, and 4 sec¬ 
onds to complete the 
daunting swim. 

Before the con¬ 
struction of the 
famed Chunnel train 
subway, swimming the English 
Channel has long been a goal for 
only the hardiest of swimmers, 
with the first recorded swim in 
1875, by a Captain Matthew 
Webb. His waterlogged woolen 
swimwear weighed about 3kg (10 
lbs.). 

According to Dahlin, it took 
Webb 23 hours. In those days, the 
swimmer was also greased down 
with lanolin, and used the breast¬ 


stroke. Dahlin’s Australian crawl 
was “much more efficient.” 

Oceans of talent 

Surprisingly, swimming the 
channel is more popular than one 
might think. Since Webb’s tri¬ 
umph, there have been 6,200 
known attempts to swim the Eng¬ 
lish Channel. More than 470 peo¬ 
ple were successful over 600 times, 
including a 12-year-old boy in 
1979, a 12-year-old girl in 1983, 
and a 65-year-old man in 1983. In 
a remarkable feat of endurance, 
31-year-old Benoit Lecomte be¬ 
came the first man to swim across 
the Atlantic Ocean, in 1998. 

Gertrude Caroline Ederle was 
the first woman to successfully 
swim across the English Channel, 
completing the feat on August 30, 
1926, in 14 hours and 39 minutes. 

Boston teacher Peter Jurzynski 
swam the channel eight times. 
Students at Oxford and Camp- 
bridge have long held challenges 
as well, which led to the official 
Channel Swim races. 

The distance is 18.2 nautical 
miles which is approximately 21 
land miles. Most of the England- 
France swims start from Shake¬ 
speare Beach between one hour 
before high water and one hour 
after high water, although the pi¬ 
lots do start at other times and 
places, depending on the tide, the 
weather conditions, the swim¬ 
mer’s ability. 

Earlier in August, five Ohio- 
raised brothers swam the channel 
together to raise awareness for 
Prader-Willi syndrome, a genetic 
disorder suffered by their sister, 


Patty Roberts. 

The Channel Swim Associa¬ 
tion was formed to regulate the 
oft-attempted task. Dahlin’s 
group, a spin-off, calls itself the 
Channel Island and Swimming 
Federation. 

An avid ocean swimmer here 
in the Bay Area, Dahlin has done a 
lot of swimming with fishes here 
and abroad. 

“I decided to do it about three 
years ago, when I was training 
with friends who were prepping 
for the English Channel, and hav¬ 
ing a good time,” he said. “They 
thought I was a good candidate 
for it.” 

An accomplished Masters 
swimmer already, Dahlin said, “I 
got burnt out with all that pool 
swimming.” Amsterdam was his 
last Gay Games. 

“I needed a break from pool 
competition, a different venue, so 

I joined the Dolphin Club, and felt 
like a duck in water.” 

Of his ambitious influence, he 
joked, “Be careful who you hang 
out with! They inspired me to 
challenge myself even more.” 

Dahlin’s first attempt in 2001 
resulted in his nearly making it, 
but after 11 hours, he needed to 
stop. 

Two weeks before that attempt, 
a 39-year-old trainer had had a 
heart attack and died while swim¬ 
ming the channel. 

“We got a little cautious after 
that,” said Dahlin. “I didn’t have 
the confidence. So, I licked my 
wounds. Last year I went to Sicily, 
and swam along the coast of the 
Straits of Messina for Qver 15 
miles ” 

He found the water so warm, 
he became dehydrated, and then 
decided to stick to cold water 
swims. 

Smart, Dahlin’s partner, knew 
he wanted to try the channel 
again, and encouraged Dahlin as 
he prepared by swimming all over 
the Bay Area. His route trailed 
from China Camp, past the Rich¬ 
mond Bridge, through Tiberon, 
down to Sausalito, past the Gold¬ 
en Gate Bridge, across to China 
Beach, then to Aquatic Park, 
where he circled for another four 
hours. That swim in the bay took 

II hours. 

Of this rigorous rehearsal, 
“The last thing I wanted to do was 
have somebody pull me out of the 
water,” said Dahlin. “I wanted to 
get on to the beach by myself.”

Why did he undertake such a 
daunting feat? “Everything I’ve 
ever done, I try hard,” he said sim- 
ply. 

The toughest part of cold 
water swimming, he said, is that 
after the first two hours, “your 


body reaches a state of euphoria.” 

Of the swim itself, he spoke of 
getting into “an emotional state 
that you cannot imagine. You can¬ 
not zone out. That’s the last thing 
you want. That’s a symptom of 
hypothermia. You can’t go there. 
It’s a dangerous frame of mind. 
You always want to be aware of 
where you are, of who you are. I 
never once felt tired.” 

Unlike others, Dahlin didn’t 
even use earplugs. 

Despite the occurrence of in¬ 
fections from polluted water or 
bacteria experienced by some 
local swimmers and surfers, 
Dahlin said he’s been rather 
lucky, and has never had health 
problems related to swimming 
oceans, other than minor diges¬ 
tion problems. Some of those 
were actually caused by his food 
taken during the swim, including 
sports drinks, which had to be 
watered down. 

The day before, however, when 
he and his crew went to carbo 
load at an Italian restaurant, 
Dahlin had an adverse reaction to 
the food, and woke up vomiting. 
“It didn’t look too good.” 

“The first hour felt really 
tough. The second and third were 
even harder. But then, I found this 
place in myself, and just kept a 
rhythm all the way through. 
Looking up at my crew, everyone 
had this confidence that I’d make 
it, so I never gave up on them, and 
they never gave up on me.” 

Dahlin said he never asked 
where they were along the route, 
until 12 hours into his swim. He 
maintained a stroke rate of about 
56 per minute. 

Along with his extensive ocean 
swimming experience, and Mas¬ 
ters aquatics, Dahlin studied at 
San Francisco State University, 
where he played water polo and 
danced. He went to Mills College 
to get his master’s in dance educa¬ 
tion, and studied with Lucas Hov- 
ing, a disciple of Jose Limon. 

He currently works at a dental 
school, and continues his swim¬ 
ming workouts at the University 
of San Francisco and with the 
Dolphin Club. 

Dahlin said he’s swum 638 
miles since January, not including 
his channel swim, which was 22 
miles in length. 

“You just have to have trust the 
people in the boat, and follow it. 
These guys did a fantastic job. I 
never had to worry.”

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Local queer news show QTV back on air

fter a long hiatus San Fran- 
; I cisco’s local gay television 
show QTV is back on the air. 

The half-hour program can 
now be seen the first Tuesday of 
the month on Comcast Cable’s 
Channel 11 from 9 to 9:30 p.m. 
The locally produced show quiet¬ 
ly returned to the air in August 
and will officially launch its re¬ 
vamped format with its October 7 
broadcast. 

“We have a year’s contract with 
local Comcast Cable. The first 
time in quite a while that a gay TV 
program has made it up to the 
more mainstreaming-looking and 
feeling local cable channel. Now, if 
I can just keep it on for the next 
year,” said Rahn Fudge, the pro¬ 
ducer and one of the creators of 
the show. 

QTV first launched in October 
1995 and has struggled ever since 
to stay on the air. Previously, the 
program would lease time on 
cable channel 27. Its last broadcast 
before August was last December. 

While it has had problems 
maintaining a presence, QTV has 
built up a devoted following over 
the years. The volunteer-produced 
show is a perennial presence at all 
the major events that take place in 
the LGBT community, from gay 
Pride and street fairs to AIDS galas 
and nonprofit benefits.

people are in loving, positive rela¬ 
tionships,” Davis told reporters at 
a recent Capitol Hill news confer¬ 
ence.

An independent poll released 
August 29 by Field Research 
showed that 42 percent of Califor¬ 
nia voters support marriage 
equality, up from 28 percent when 
Field first asked the question in 
1977.

East Bay Pride’s King said that 
the Hayward event is just the tip 
of the iceberg for what the organi¬ 
zation would like to help produce 
across the entire East Bay.

come and help you solve your 
troubled relationship.” 

A new personality will be 
Chablis, a local columnist and Im¬ 
perial Court Empress, who will 
serve as a street reporter and cover 
transgender issues. Two new re¬ 
porters, Jim Oswald and Joaquin 
Castillo, have also joined the 
newscast. 

“We are looking for new peo¬ 
ple, production people especially,” 
said Fudge. 

The show’s return is partly due 
to Fudge and his team’s determi¬ 
nation to keep QTV going, as well 
as Comcast’s agreeing to move the 
show to its cable channel. Comcast 
waived a requirement that QTV 
carry a $2 million insurance poli¬ 
cy and moved it from its lease ac¬ 
cess channel to its local origination 
channel, which carries programs 
focused on local government. 

QTV “offers another slant on 
the politics of the city. It enables 
another voice or voices to be 
heard and people to have access to 
that information as well,” ex¬ 
plained Greg Pond, Comcast’s 
local programming coordinator. 
“It supplements our program¬ 
ming; that is pretty much what we 
look at when we are taking on 
shows we haven’t produced.” 

Fudge said it will still be a chal¬ 
lenge to keep the show on the air. 
He needs to raise up to $5,000 a 
month to cover production ex¬ 
penses and fees for airtime paid to 


support granting financial depen¬ 
dence status, including pension 
benefits, health insurance, and 
family leave. 

“Californians support equality 
for lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender people and our fami¬ 
lies,” said Geoffrey Kors, executive 
director of Equality California, the 
statewide LGBT lobbying group. 
“Our civil rights movement has 
had some amazing gains this sum- . 
mer, and despite homophobic 
comments from the president and 
the pope, we are not seeing a 
backlash in California.” T 


larger mission is to create and 
show a political force of LGBT 
people outside of San Francisco. 

“Pride is a really good vehicle 
to gain visibility and acceptance 
all over,” he said. “Often when 
LGBT advocates are looking for 
funding or services, police or gov¬ 
ernments will say, ‘Well that’s not 
really necessary, gay people don’t 
live here.’

T here’s a recurring lament heard in most cities with a 
significant theater scene: Not enough new work is 
being produced. Well, it looks like that lament can go 
on hiatus in the Bay Area during the 2003-04 season. At 
least 20 world premieres are scheduled at established theaters, 
and the number is sure to grow as 
other companies finalize plans. 

Since a fair portion of these pre¬ 
mieres deal in gay, lesbian, and/or 
queer themes, it seems a good place to 
begin a preview of what looks intrigu¬ 
ing in the coming theatrical season. 

The always-interesting Adam Bock, for¬ 
m erly of SF and now living in NY, returns with his 
new’play Thursday. The playwright is again working 
with Encore Theatre Company and director Kent 
Nicholson, the team that worked very well together on 
Bock’s Five Flights. The new play, opening Oct. 6 at the Thick 
House, is described as a comedy about eight friends dealing 
with the twists of life in the quest for fulfillment. 

Jaeson Post’s Worse than Chocolate, directed by Post and 
Jeffrey Hartgraves, arrives Oct. 16 at Theatre Rhino With its 
tale of four San Francisco office workers who go looking for 
love in various permutations while dealing with comically 
misguided management at work. 

In The Sex Habits of American Women, having its world 
premiere this month at the Magic, playwright Julie Marie 
Myatt focuses on a noted psychoanalyst in 1950 whose im¬ 
pressive tome on female sexuality is undercut by what he does¬ 
n’t see around him: his wife’s affair with a man half her age, 
and his daughter’s increasing interest in the girl next door. 


Musicals also figure into the premieres. One of the notable 
examples will be staged at the risk-taking TheatreWorks in 
Mountain View. Memphis comes from the same pen as now¬ 
and-forever off-Broadway revue I Love You, You’re Perfect, Now 
Change. That’s Joe DiPietro, who wrote the new show with 
composer David Bryan, a member of Bon Jovi. It’s set amidst 
the musical explosion in Memphis in the 1950s. 

Adaptive writes 

Commissioned projects, probably for safety reasons, are 
often of books or earlier plays. That’s the case with Breakfast 
with Scot, adapted by Michael Downing from his novel deal¬ 
ing with a gay couple who become the shocked foster parents 
of an 11-year-old budding queen. It opens Jan. 24 at New Con¬ 
servatory Theatre Center. 

Seduction, another NCTC commission, opens Jan. 31. Jack 
Heif-ner ( Vanities and the disappointing Key West) has creat¬ 
ed an all-male version of Arthur Schnitzler’s La Ronde, the 10- 
scene play of evolving seductions. 

While on the subject of seduction, American Conservato¬ 
ry Theater will open its season on Sept. 17 with a new adapta¬ 
tion of Choderlos de Laclos’ Les Liaison Dangereuses, despite 
the popular adaptation by Christopher Hampton. Giles Haver- 
gal, who did similar service on Travels with My Aunt and the 
less-successful The House of Mirth, is the adapter and director. 

For Theatre Rhino, Erika Lopez is adapting her novel Flam¬ 
ing Iguanas into a play that will debut Feb. 19. It’s story of the 
outlaw lesbian Tomato Rodriguez on her cross-country mo¬ 
torcycle sojourn. 

My Antonia is derived from the Willa Cather novel about a 
young immigrant who earns pioneer status in turn-of-the- 
century Nebraska. The adaptation is by Scott Schwartz, and 
includes an onstage band and underscoring by his dad,

Elephant Gus Van Sant returns to the days 
when he made low-budget, passionate movies 
people couldn’t wait to see. This time it’s a twist¬ 
ed buddy film in which two 17-year-old boys 
make out (including a sexy shower scene) and 
then head for school to launch a Columbine-style 
attack on their classmates. Van Sant adds 
verisimilitude with an attractive, young, non¬ 
professional cast. 

Elephant took the Cannes Festival by storm, 
capturing the Palme d'Or, the top directing prize, 
and a good chunk of the audience buzz. The sex 
scenes represent a coup for the director, who, con¬ 
fessing to a bit of a Calvinist streak, recently ad¬ 
mitted he would like to take some of the liberties 


found in the teen films of Larry Clark (Kids/Bully). 
“I like what he does with his characters and nudi¬ 
ty. I’m just always embarrassed to ask my male ac¬ 
tors to take their shirts off.” (October) 

Die, Mommie, Die Charles Busch won a 
Sundance acting prize for his portrayal of Angela 
Adams, a bitter, washed-up torch-singer who 
hates her movie-mogul husband, her screwed-up 
children and all her old records. 

Angela has a hilarious secret, but the setup is 
funny enough, a black-comedy version of the 
murder of Agamemnon by Clytemnestra. Angela 
gives hubby Sol Sussman a poisoned supposito¬ 
ry. Philip Baker Hall’s Sol mocks the pretentions 
of a Stanley Kramer-type producer: “Nobody 
said it was going to be easy being an old Jew.”

Arts foreplay for autumn, 2003 

Consider our cultural appetite whetted

H §? hatever the hell does Out 
WW There do with all our free 
W W time? We mean, when 
we’re not planning, assigning, 
editing, going into production, 
proofing or signing off on the 
very bundle of newsprint you 
hold in your hot little hands. The 
answer is: We partake of some 
small portion of all the fabulous 
cultural production going on 
around us in the Gay Area. Here 
are a few highlights from what’s 
coming up this fall, in what 
promises to be an especially vi¬ 
brant season. 

Lust by Geoff Ryman (St. 
Martin’s Press, Sept. 1) Lust’s pro¬ 
tagonist, research scientist 
Michael Blasco, discovers that he 
has the strange power of being 


able to make the object of his lust 
do exactly what he wants merely 
by suggesting it in his thoughts. 
He first realizes this when Tony, 
the humpy fitness trainer at his 


gym he has a secret lech for, drops 
track-suit bottom and briefs on 
the platform of the Tube station 
and bends over, boyfriend, for 
him. 

Since typically, lust goes unre¬ 
quited (“even more frequently 
than love,” as Ryman points out), 
the premise of the novel is imme¬ 
diately gratifying. The tale is told 
as a series of hypotheses (“Do 
they have to be male? Can I do 
more than one at once?”) which 
Michael, ever the clinician, tests 
on a scientific basis. The sum¬ 
moned lust-bunnies include Tin¬ 
seltown Tarzan Johnny Weiss¬ 
muller, who, you might say, is the 
direct antecedent of the Ah-nold 
GOP android. 

Want by Rufus Wainwright 

(Dreamworks, Sept. 23) The new 
album from the wonderfully out 
gay singer/songwriter, heir to a 
family of folk royalty, dad Loudon 
Wainwright III and mom Kate 
McGarrigle. Our advance copy 
has been on permanent rotation 
in the old CD deck. RW marvels 
at the state of the union on “Oh 
What a World,” “Men reading 
fashion magazines! Straight 
men!” 

Wainwright’s world is an in¬ 
triguing intersection of his gay, 
gay, gay sensibility and main¬ 
stream pop. “My phone’s on vi¬ 
brate for you,” he sings. “Elec¬ 
troclash is karaoke, too. I 
tried to dance to Britney 
Spears. I guess I’m 
getting on in years.” 

Ever the sport, 

Rufus even has a go at 
page composition. 

“Wouldn’t that be a 
lovely headline? ‘Life Is 
Beautiful’ on the 
New York Times.” 

Better to leave it 
to the experts. The 
actual Times headline in its Arts 
section last Sunday was, “Rufus 
Wainwright Journeys to ‘Gay Hell’ 
and Back.” In a courageously hon¬ 
est interview, he admitted to past 
binges with crystal, ecstasy, coke, 
K and alcohol, before seeking 
help. “I’m a bit hesitant to talk 
about all this,” he said. “But I’m

only doing it because it might 
help somebody — and to say that 
there is no such thing as casual 
crystal meth use!”

Giving head 
“Christopher 
O’Riley’s Radiohead” 
(Zellerbach Hall, Berke¬ 
ley, Wed., Sept. 17 at 8 
p.m.) O’Riley will 
play his transcip- 
tions for solo piano 
of songs from five 
studio albums by Brit alt-rock 
godhead-band Radiohead ( Pablo 
Honey, The Bends, OK Computer, 
Kid A, Amnesiac). Songs include 
“Everything in its Right Place,” 
“Subterranean Homesick Alien,” 
and “Exit Music (For a Film).” 

The classically-trained pianist 
admits that the altie band’s output 
has been “the music in my head” 
ever since he discovered OK Com¬ 
puter in ’97.

Fall preview of Bay Area visual arts

/ ' - or art fans who are not inter- 
I ested in waiting in a block- 
long queue to see the works 
of Marc Chagall, of all people 
(through November 4 at SFMO- 
MA), other Bay Area visual art of¬ 
ferings may entice you to other 
parts of the Bay Area this fall. 

Labor Day got off with a bang 
at Yerba Buena with an outdoor 
picnic in the Gardens, and the no- 
bility-of-the-worker theme is 
picked up by their neighbor, The 
California Historical Society, 
whose At Work: The Art of Califor¬ 
nia Labor, currently on view, runs 
through December 20. A related 
version, At Work: The Contempo¬ 
rary Perspective, is at the Fine Arts 
Gallery of SF State until October 
11. See www.californiahistorical- 
society.org for information on 
both venues. 

Meanwhile, back at Yerba 
Buena, a 10th anniversary (how 
time flies!) extravaganza is 
planned for October, with a 
month-long series of commemo¬ 
rative events. A Best Of exhibition 
will fill the galleries from October 
18 through January 4, featuring 
the work of such local luminaries 
as Barry McGee and Nayland 
Blake, among many others. 

While the steel walls of the 
new de Young grow surprisingly 
quickly in Golden Gate Park, the 
Legion of Honor continues to 
jam-pack its galleries with great¬ 
est hits from the permanent col¬ 
lection and intriguing traveling 
exhibitions. Among the most 
noteworthy of the latter is a col¬ 
lection of 73 sculptures by Edgar 
Degas, borrowed from the Museu 
de Arte de Sao Paulo, Brazil, due 
on October 18 and running into 
the early weeks of the New Year. 
An extra admission fee will be 
charged. The borrowed works will 
be complemented by works from 
the Legion’s permanent collec¬ 
tion, and the occasion will be 
commemorated by related cele¬ 
brations to thank Brazil for the 
loan, much as Poland was feted 
during the Leonardo show last 
year. 

The virtual de Young may be 
viewed on the www.famsf.org 
website until it actually opens to 
the public in 2005. 

Stanford University’s Cantor 
Center will also be borrowing 
some choice works from another 
museum this fall. Hudson River 
School will bring some of the 
Wadsworth Athenaeum’s finest 
19th-century canvases from their 
home in Hartford, Connecticut, 
beginning October 8. And on Sep¬ 
tember 10, a look at an unusual 
period of a well-known Mod¬ 
ernist painter opens at the Cantor 


Center. The Beginning of Seeing: 
Tribal Art and the Pictographs of 
Adolph Gottlieb runs through Jan¬ 
uary 4. Info at www.stanford.edu/ 
dept/ccva, or (650) 723-4177. 

The still-glittering new Asian 
Art Museum (yes, the old one is 
now rubble) will open two exhi¬ 
bitions on October 18, both 
closing January 11 . Goryeo Dy¬ 
nasty highlights treasures from 
Korea’s Age of Enlightenment 
(918-1392). It is complemented 
by contemporary works from 
Korea in Leaning Forward, Look¬ 
ing Back. 

Standard bearer 

On November 22, the Oakland 
Museum of California will pre¬ 
miere a traveling exhibition called 
The Art of David Ireland: The Way 
Things Are, which will last for al¬ 
most four months, giving San 
Franciscans ample time to BART 
on over there. Ireland, whose 
work has set a standard for avant- 
garde art in the Bay Area for the 
past three decades, is best known 
for his work-in-progress home in 
San Francisco’s Mission District, 
whose transformation was 
recorded as performance art in 
the 1970s.

ne thing San Francisco 
' x Opera can’t claim about its 
flgr 2003 opening-night work, 
Virgil Thomson and Gertrude 
Stein’s The Mother of Us All, is that 
it’s the first opera by an openly gay 
composer and librettist ever to 
begin the season of a major 
American company. The usually 
starchy Metropolitan Opera 
claims that honor; it opened the 
1966 season in its new Lincoln 
Center digs with Samuel Barber 
and Franco Zeffirelli’s ill-fated 
Antony and Cleopatra. 

The difference, of course, is 
that Mother of Us All is an original 
masterpiece, whereas Antony and 
Cleopatra was only a piece d'occa¬ 
sion — the occasion being the 
near-suffocation of poor Leon¬ 
tyne Price inside a mechanical 
pyramid that stubbornly refused 
to open. No such disasters are 
projected for the War Memorial 
on September 6, as this Christo¬ 


pher Alden production has been 
previously mounted — presum¬ 
ably without technical glitches — 
at Glimmerglass and New York 
City Operas. 

And whereas Antony and 
Cleopatra is about a convention¬ 
ally tragic heterosexual romance, 
Mother of Us All is anything but 
“conventional.” It consists of 
eight loosely connected scenes, 
peopled with American icons 
such as Ulysses S. Grant, Daniel 
Webster, Lillian Russell, and even 
the composer and librettist, in¬ 
teracting with Susan B. Anthony, 
the celebrated 19th-century suf¬ 
fragist who struggled to get 
American women the right to 
vote. It also deals with the “slav¬ 
ery” of marriage, the disenfran¬ 
chisement of women, blacks and 
the poor, and the brutality of 
men. 

Anthony, born a Quaker, ini¬ 
tially fought for emancipation of 
slaves, only to be horrified when 
the 14th Amendment promised 
voting rights only to “male” citi-

Toklas-like companion, though I 
don’t believe there is any evi¬ 
dence that Susan B. was a les¬ 
bian), doesn’t think much of 
men in general. Another of her 
lines is: “Men cannot count, they 
do not know that two and two 
make four if women do not tell 
them so.” 

Bicentennial minute 

I first heard The Mother of Us 
All in the bicentennial year of 
1976, and was disappointed in the 
piece and in Santa Fe Opera’s 
recording of their fussy Robert In¬ 
diana production (just re-released 
on compact disc by New World 
Records). I can’t help wonder if a 
better-cast performance (to say 
nothing of supertitles) will help 
illuminate Stein’s non-linear text. 
After all, Thomson has written: “I 
will have nothing to do with 
opera, except as poetic theater.” 
That fits right in with the theatri¬ 
cal opera theories of SFO’s 
Pamela Rosenberg. 

It is worth noting that Santa 
Fe’s Susan B. was mezzo Mignon 
Dunn, singing a role basically 
written for a Wagnerian soprano. 
SFO’s eponymous heroine is 
Luana DeVol, a local singer who 
has made a Hochdramatische ca¬ 
reer in Europe; DeVol last ap¬ 
peared in the War Memorial as 
Ariadne 20 years ago. Despite 
Stein’s dizzying text and Thom¬ 
son’s seemingly simplistic “prairie 
music,” there is plenty about 
Mother of Us All that is flat-out 
operatic, especially the ensembles 
and the majestic, hymn-like 
apotheosis of Susan B., appearing 
on stage as a statue when suffrage 
was finally achieved some 14 years 
after her death. (Sept. 6,10,13,17, 
21,26) 

You’d think most of the pre¬ 
season buzz would concern The 
Mother of Us All, surely the most 
provocative, original idea anyone 
has had at SFO in eons. (Also pos¬ 
sibly the most suicidal, since the 
opening-night crowd is usually 
older, deeply conservative, and the 
ones with the money that keeps 
the company afloat.) Yet most of 
the gossip emanating from the 
War Memorial concerns the 
fourth production, opening Octo¬ 
ber 10, Rossini’s The Barber of 
Seville. 

Musically, it is terra incognita. 
Except for the mezzo Rosina (He¬ 
lene Schneiderman, who ap¬ 
peared in Alcina last fall), new to 
us are the first-cast tenor Yann 
Beuron, Figaro (Nathan Gunn, 
who looks great in a Speedo) and 
conductor Stefan Soltesz. Produc¬ 
tion gossip, however, is burning 
up the Internet. We read that Fi¬ 
garo is homeless; that the police 
summoned at the end of Act I will 
appear in Nazi uniforms; that 
Bartolo’s house “sways to the 
beat.” Okay, I’m game. For 30 
years, SFO enjoyed Gunther Ren¬ 
nert’s fabulous three-storied man¬ 
sion; it’s time for a new edifice. 
(Oct. 7,10,12,14,16,19,25, Nov. 
21,23) 

Memories of the last two SFO 
productions of Shostakovich’s 
Lady Macbeth of Mtsensk raise 
painful associations. In 1981, it 
was conducted by Calvin Sim¬ 
mons, his last performance here 
before his tragic death. And in 
1988, Lady Macbeth was led by Sir 
John Pritchard, the company’s 
first music director, shamefully 
underrated by local critics, who 
later died on the job. (Nov. 9, 11, 
14,17,20,22)

San Francisco Symphony season / 03- / 04

*' ummer is over, and now is 

; , the time to plan for the new 

W Symphony season. The box 
office opened on August 25 for 
single-ticket sales, so grab your 
palm pilots. Some performances 
will sell out if you don’t get a 
move on. 

Opening night is already histo¬ 
ry at this reading, but the all- 
Russian program may very well be 
repeated at a free concert sched¬ 
uled for Yerba Buena Gardens Fri¬ 
day, September 5, at Noon. We 
will bring you the dish on the 
Gala next week. Meanwhile, here 
are some suggestions for upcom¬ 
ing events. 

At first glance, the schedule 
doesn’t appear as daring or origi¬ 
nal as previous seasons under the 
leadership of Michael Tilson 
Thomas. A closer look does reveal 
some gems, however. MTT may 
be applying the brakes a bit, but 
he doesn’t know how to be bor¬ 
ing. 

There will be plenty of Mahler, 
and it is sure to be recorded on the 
Symphony’s own label as part of 
their ongoing cycle. These electri¬ 
fying occasions are hot tickets, so 
they must go to the top of any list. 

The heart-warming Fourth 
comes first, with Christine Schafer 
as the soprano soloist. The con¬ 
certs include Mozart’s Exsultate 
jubilate and run from Wed., Sept. 
24, through Sun., Sept. 28. 

After the holidays, the Fifth is 
coming in early March (with 
Berg’s Lyric Suite receiving its first 
SFS performances!) The glorious 
Second Symphony, Resurrection, 
will not be heard until late in the 
season, June 17-19. If you can 
only afford a few concerts, make 
your move on this one. With two 
estimable soloists and Vance 
George’s fabulous Chorus making 
a night of it, it would be a shame 
to miss out. Tilson Thomas has al¬ 
ready proven himself one of the 
most important Mahler inter¬ 
preters of the day. 

Another big event is scheduled 
at the beginning of October. 
Berlioz’s Romeo et Juliette will fea¬ 
ture mezzo-soprano Monica 
Groop and bass Samuel Ramey. 
Unfortunately, Ramey will doubt¬ 
less keep his shirt on for the Sym¬ 
phony crowd, but any chance to 
hear him, even late in his career, is 
a treat. 

As much symphony as cantata, 
Romeo et Juliette is one of the 
most beautiful masterpieces from 
the innovative Berlioz. Again, the 
SFS Chorus will have a prominent 
role. There will only be three 
chances to catch it. 

Led by Ned 

Unbelievably, composer Ned 
Rorem turns 80 this year, and his

lovely Sunday Morning will re¬ 
ceive its first SFS performances 
Sept. 10-13. It would have been 
nice to devote the entire evening 
to his music, but Copland’s Piano 
Concerto shares the bill along 
with Scheherazade (huh?) Will 
Rorem turn up? It would be great 
to have him in town and onstage 
with MTT. 

Other works finally making it 
to Davies Hall include Kurt Weill’s 
Violin Concerto and Steve Reich’s 
Different Trains. David Robertson 
conducts in November, and the 
program includes Stravinsky’s 
Symphony in Three Movements. 

Anders Hillborg’s Exquisite 
Corpse (some title!) premieres in 
the US — appropriately, for Hal¬ 
loween — and Colin Matthews 
has been commissioned to write a 
piece (to be announced) for the 
beginning of that month. 

Exciting guest artists are also 
peppered throughout the season. 
Baritone Thomas Hampson ap¬ 
pears with MTT on a program 
that heavily favors Richard 
Strauss, but also includes 
Beethoven’s Fifth. There will be 
three performances at Davies, 
Sept. 18-20. 

Phenomenal percussionist 
Evelyn Glennie returns October 
22-25 to perform the West Coast 
premiere of Chen Yi’s Percussion 
Concerto. Edwin Outwater con¬ 
ducts Rachmaninoff’s thrilling 
Symphonic Dances and Haydn’s 
Symphony No. 59, Fire, on the 
same bill. The Haydn is actually 
receiving its first SFS perfor¬ 
mances. So much music, so little 
time! 

Violinists Sarah Chang (in 
mid-November) and Gil Shaham 
(early January) are sure to excite, 
and our own Alexander 
Barantschik will have more than 
one opportunity to shine, but I’m 
afraid it is the pianists who will 
steal the thunder this season. The 
biggest news is the return of the 
unpredictable and truly amazing 
Martha Argerich. 

She has had a checkered career

looks like kinetic debris,” he said. 
He used the idea of recycling as 
well, taking dance material and 
passing it around to different 
dancers to use in different ways. He 
even took the metaphor of chang¬ 
ing ecosystems and began to at¬ 
tempt to decontaminate his move¬ 
ment choices. “What would it be 
like if I had never been exposed to 
any sophisticated dance language?” 

O’Connor is one of those fa¬ 
mous choreographers you’ve 
probably never heard of. That 
should change. He created works 
for Baryshinikov’s White Oak 
Dance Project, received two New 
York Dance and performance 
Bessie Awards, and has won a 
Guggenheim Fellowship and nu¬ 
merous grants from the NEA and 
other funding organizations. 

“The world is in your head,” he 
said. “Dance is the animal that re¬ 
sults from all these thoughts.

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tidian” movement, which he edit¬ 
ed film-style and abstracted. 
“Ideas and movement are parallel. 
They never meet, but describe 
each other.” 

“Winter Belly,” created after 
September 11, was not a direct re¬ 
sponse to the event, but a kind of 
statement about the new psychol¬ 
ogy.

Romp among bisexuals 

A joyful'Confusion of Genders' ensues

f The Importance of Being 

I Earnest had been about French 

II libidinous bisexuals, Confusion 
of Genders might have been the 
result. This deliciously wry farce 
mixes nudity, romance, obsession, 
and self-centeredness into a stir¬ 
ring souffleof sophisticated en¬ 
tertainment. If this date film can’t 
get you laid, you might as well 
hang up your genitals for good. 

Writer/director Ilan Duran 
Cohen’s hero here is Alain (Pascal 
Greggory), a middle-aged, sec¬ 
ond-rate stud lawyer with a top- 
notch body, a face that grows on 
you, and an inability to commit. 

One day, Alain decides to pro¬ 
pose to his female boss, Laurence 
(Nathalie Richard), while she’s 
dancing with another guy at a 
party. Laurence knows Alain 
doesn’t love her, but her biologi¬ 


cal clock is ticking, and she be¬ 
lieves they’ll have beautiful chil¬ 
dren together, so what the hell. 

But before the ceremony can 
take place, Laurence is seduced by 
an ex-girlfriend’s much younger 
brother, Christophe (Cyrille 
Thouvenin). 

If this weren’t enough, Alain 
has also fallen for the devout but 
not bright heterosexual Marc 
(Vincent Martinez), a gorgeous 
multiple murderer whose case 
he’s just lost. During a prison 
visit, Marc asks Alain to buy a ring 
and deliver a note to his fiancee, 
Babette (Julie Gayet). Why does 
Marc trust him? Alain wants to 
know. 

Alain: “Why do you think I’m 
gay?” 

Marc: “The way you look at 
me. You want to be fucked.” 

Alain: “Really?” 

Marc: “Many men have want¬ 
ed me to fuck them.” 


Truer words have seldom been 
spoken. 

If matters weren’t complex 
enough, Babette and Alain fall for 
each other, and then Christophe 
wants Alain to marry him. 

Christophe: “I have a friend 
who’s a Buddhist. He said we 
could put candles and incense 
everywhere. We can get kosher 
wine if you want.” 

And that’s just the start of the 
film. We won’t even mention 
Marc’s cellmate, a prisoner who 
enjoys designing women’s dresses. 

A superb cast, sprightly direc¬ 
tion, crisp editing by Fabrice 
Rouaud, snappy dialogue, and 
brazenly colorful cinematography 
by Jeanne Lapoirie all add up to 
make Confusion of Genders the 
best bisexual comic romance of 
the year. ▼

Wonder woman 


'ManLad/ at New Conservatory Theatre 


by Richard Dodds 


| n ManLady, the passionate, 
versatile actor is able to elevate 
the author’s only sporadically 
compelling material. In fact, the 
actor and author are the same 
person, George Weiss Vando, who 
is presenting his solo catharsis at 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter. 

In the quasi-autobiographical 
piece, Vando tells us how he at 
first felt empowered by drag, then 
felt entrapped by it, before finding 
gender harmony. It’s not a partic¬ 
ularly novel tale, and the person¬ 
alized detailing doesn’t often 


make it more so. His dad, for ex¬ 
ample, wanted him to play sports 
and had trouble saying, “I love 
you.” The mother he describes is a 
little more interesting, doing 
things like renting Torch Song Tril¬ 
ogy to help her teenage son realize 
he’s gay, and sewing him a red Su¬ 
perman cape that, in his mind, 
makes him Wonder Woman. 

The piece is styled as a kind of 
60-minute internal 

dialogue/breakdown/renewal that 
doesn’t always let the audience in 
on its reality. It’s meant, possibly, 
to be a visceral experience, but the 
material isn’t always strong 
enough to carry us into Vando’s 
space, even when he’s ranting

about straight guys who want to 
suck drag queens’ dicks. 

But Vando plays it for all it’s 
worth, convincingly segueing 
from sissy to bully to vixen to 
bitch. He also gets to display the 
drag-performance skills that 
made him an underground 
celebrity in Seattle. This isn’t the 
Judy Garland-Shirley Bassey 
school of lip-sync, but authenti¬ 
cally manic impressions of Janet 
Jackson and Alanis Morissette. 

Vando does talk about chang¬ 
ing gay tastes, and makes a few in¬ 
teresting points that seem to carry 
a lingering bitterness. But the end 
is upbeat and includes a terrific 
image: After angrily shedding his 
red dress, he throws it over his 
shoulder, where it looks a lot like 
a superhero’s cape. Superman and 
Wonder Woman have called a 
truce. T

Yo-Yo Ma's 'La Belle Epoque' on CD

xciting and brilliant as Yo- 
W Yo Ma’s adventures away 
> . from the standard reper¬ 
toire often are, his returns to it are 
always welcome, and usually 
fresher for his having been “away.” 
I hope and assume his new Fla¬ 
menco CD is good, but that will 
be for others to discover. I’m too 
busy relishing La Belle Epoque 
(Sony Classical) to get on that 
part of his dance card. 

Somewhat surprisingly, Ma 
calls this CD of turn-of-the-cen- 
tury French chamber music a 
“roots” enterprise, partly due to 
his having been born in Paris to 
Chinese parents who emigrated to 
the city so aptly evoked in this 
music. What is likely to make it of 
greater interest to BAR readers is 
the fact that the repertoire is the 
music — specifically, not just gen¬ 
erally— that Proust both listened 
to and recreated in words. If it 
were neither of those things, it 
would be well worth the listen. 

For this project, Ma has chosen 
for his pianist partner Kathryn 
Stott, a multifaceted musician 
much admired by pianophiles but 
known to the public as a specialist 
in French music of this era. They 
play as one, as is clear from the 
start, with Ma’s transcription of 
the famous “Meditation” from 
Thais, a sucrose-laden confection 
few violinists have left untasted. 
Stott’s contribution is as luscious 



as the cellist’s — who, for his part, 
adds some interesting contours to 
the shapely line of what is, in the 
hands of lesser musicians, one of 
classical music’s great taffy pulls. 

In this sense, this CD does rep¬ 
resent some “stepping out” on 
Ma’s part, since all of the pieces — 
in addition to the Massenet, 
Faure’s Sonata No. 1, Saint-Saens’ 
“Havanaise,” and the towering 
Cesar Franck Sonata —- are violin 
music that has been transcribed 
for cello (in three of the four 
cases, by Ma himself). There is ac¬ 
tual gain in the Faur£, where the 
cello’s bigger, richer sounds un¬ 
derscore the large scale of the 
work that established the com¬ 
poser’s greatness. Having record¬ 
ed the deceptively difficult Faure 
piano works several times, Stott 
proves a splendid partner, and the 
pair trace the adventure of the 
sonata’s four movements with a 
bravura that should kill once and 
for all the tired idea that French 
music of this period is all pastels. 

The Franck Sonata, so imme¬ 


diately (and deservedly) popular 
that a cello version came hard on 
the heels of the original, benefits 
from Ma’s supreme musicianship, 
in which amplitude, ease, and ex¬ 
uberance continue their magical 
blend. Still, impressive and in¬ 
sightful as the playing is, the 
cello’s lower register dampens 
some of the yearning only the vi¬ 
olin’s loftier range can realize. 

Urgent message 

Almost eerily, a live version of 
the Franck, in its original violin 
version, has just appeared on EMI 
Classics, and even though its 
soloist, Renaud Capu^on, is just 27 
and as yet little-known, his urgent, 
masterful version has for me 
jumped to second place only to 
that of the live Oistrakh-Richter 
version EMI issued nearly a half- 
century ago. A further irony is that 
another favorite reading is yet an¬ 
other live EMI CD featuring vio¬ 
linist Itzhak Perlman and Martha 
Argerich, the pianist behind the 
2002 Lugano Festival at which the 
Capu^on performance was taped. 

Here, Capu<;on is superbly 
partnered by Alexandre Gurning, 
but the triumph is unambiguous¬ 
ly his. He takes the long opening 
motive in a single instrumental 
“breath,” and goes on to bind the 
whole, superbly integrated sonata 
into a single, passionate statement 
characterized by gesture after 
telling gesture, not a note thrown 
away. The fiery playing is note¬ 
worthy in itself, but it’s the depth

I’ll be revisiting it 
often. 

Even more remarkably, it is 
paired with a performance of the 
Rachmaninov Cello Sonata fea¬ 
turing the remarkable pianist 
Lilya Zilberstein (taking on the 
part the composer played at the 
work’s premiere) and Capu^on’s 
younger brother, Gautier. The 


sonata is often considered a piano 
work with cello accompaniment, 
but no one seems to have told the 
22-year-old Gautier that. Like his 
older brother, he swallows the 
piece in a single, ravenous, appre¬ 
ciative gulp. While two musicians 
this individual shouldn’t be com¬ 
pared, their shared ability in 
wringing such patently human 
sounds out of their wood, steel, 
gut, and hair instruments bolsters 
their greatness as musicians. If 
both don’t go on to major careers, 
there is no sanity in the music in¬ 
dustry. ▼

iViva ‘Viva 
Variety’! 

S ome of the best variety-show en¬ 
tertainment I’ve experienced in 
my soon-to-be 50 years of living 
on this planet (21 of them in this love¬ 
ly city) has come from Steve Murray’s 
Viva Variety ! I’ve spent a lot of time, as 
Steve knows, making up my mind 
about the show, mainly because I’ve 
attended too few of the monthly 
events to get a complete picture of 
what he’s offering. Now that I’ve seen 
his production five or six times (out of 
33), I’m ready to belatedly give “Viva 
Variety” a big two thumbs up! 

Murray is a superior showman — 
one with a social conscience, who 
demonstrates enormous respect for 
his community by supporting local 
LGBTQ charities — and Viva Variety 
consistently delivers artists with class 
and style in a rollicking evening of live 
music, dance, comedy, spoken word, 
puppetry and other art forms. 

Each show is hosted by Murray, 
playing the Ed Sullivan role, albeit 
openly queer and far more animated. 
Most often he’s accompanied by his 
vivid, insanely twisted, tragi-comic 
semi-sidekick Peggy L’Eggs (of rock- 
band Pepperspray fame) and his low- 
key electronic-soundscape artist Geno 
Valle, who opens each show and plays 
at intermissions. Other than that, 
everything’s up for grabs, the artist 
line-up changing each time. 

Each Viva Variety performer gets to 
do a short number or a couple of 
songs, and almost invariably they’re 
fabulous! The audiences adore them! 
In fact, the audiences fascinate me as 
much as the performers do. Viva Vari¬ 
ety attendees are seasoned theater¬ 
goers, mostly aging lesbians and gay 
men, and this regular outing is be¬ 
coming a ritual for them. They eager¬ 
ly anticipate the night’s selections, and 
respond with yelps, stomping, 
whistling; the occasional cat-calling, 
and much laughter, always while giv¬ 
ing the artists their whole attention. 

Not all Viva Variety acts are totally 
awesome, of course. Some are mid¬ 
dling, and some outright suck, but 
that’s the nature of the variety-show 
beast. Viva Variety is a grab-bag in 
which treats are many and duds are 
few and far between. 

The latest two shows — Viva Vari¬ 
ety 32 and 33 •— included some of my 
favorite performers, whose artistry I’ve 
admired in other settings, including 
singer/songwriter Garrin Benfield; the 
Alexis Harte Band (with adorable 
Adrian West on violin); the legendary 
Arturo Galster as Patsy Cline; and new 
singer-about-town Spencer Day and 
his jazz combo. The shows also intro¬ 
duced me to exciting artists, notably 
Kitten on the Keys, a dizzy act involv¬ 
ing a woman, her piano, and a stuffed 
kitten; and the great Blake, a comedian 
who looks like he ought to be carved 
on Mt. Rushmore, he’s such a com¬ 
manding figure. More to the point, his 
humor is fearless and rock solid. 

Enough said. I can’t detail all the 
acts. You’ll need to pick out your own 
favorites at the next “Viva Variety” on 
Tuesday, Sept. 30 at the cozy, comfort¬ 
able Buriel Clay Theater in the Afro- 
American Art & Culture Center at 762

Global explorations

he appearance of a classical 
musician on a world- or 
pop-music compendium 
has frequently been decried" as 
“crossover.” The core classics, after 
all, have long been draped in an 
overlay of elitism that suggests 
that those who venture beyond 
the boundaries of the concert hall 
are betraying their ranks. It was 
not that long ago that Metropoli¬ 
tan Opera General Director 
Rudolf Bing fired Wagnerian so? 
prano Helen Traubel for singing 
in a nightclub. And in 2001, 
mezzo Anne Sofie Von Otter, who 
makes her long-awaited Cal Per¬ 
formances recital debut next Jan¬ 
uary, temporarily fell from grace 
in Gramophone when she record¬ 
ed her anything-but-operatic Lost 
in the Stars collaboration with 
Elvis Costello. 

Sometimes the label 
“crossover” is appropriate. There’s 
no question that major record la¬ 
bels, faced with declining sales 
and an appalling cessation of 
music education, have been 
scrambling to ignite the fires of 
consumption under new listeners 
by initiating crossover projects. 
But it’s equally true that many 
classical performers now feel free 
to channel their genuine passion 
for folk, world, and popular music 
into genuine artistic statements. 



Need historical precedent for 
such exploration? Nineteenth- 
century European composers 
such as Brahms and Dvorak, and 
20th-century Americans such as 
Ives and Copland, set about 
adopting traditional folk 
melodies, songs and hymns into 
classical composition. Jazz made 
its entry as well, with Ravel and 
Gershwin incorporating jazz 
rhythms into their music. 

Two recent releases featuring 
internationally-known classical 
artists explore the traditional and 
new music of Brazil and Argenti¬ 
na. The sincerity of these endeav¬ 
ors suggests that these projects 
would best be understood, not as 
crossover, but rather as acts of love. 

Cellist Yo-Yo Ma’s love for 
Brazilian music shines on Obriga- 
do Brazil (Sony). “I’ve always 
loved Brazilian music,” Ma ex¬ 
plains. “There’s an undercurrent 
of sensuality in it that is incredi¬ 
bly seductive.” To hear his cello 


echo clarinet master Paquito 
d’Rivera’s insinuating coolness on 
Jac6 do Bandolim’s “Doce de 
Coco” and Pixinguinha’s sensuous 
“Carinhoso” is a joy. The contrast 
between Ma’s relaxed sound in 
contemporary Brazilian music 
and his more “classical” phrasing 
in the two Villa-Lobos works on 
the program only increases admi¬ 
ration. 

Equal enthusiasm extends to 
Sera una Noche: La Segunda 
(M.A), a quasi-improvisatory ex¬ 
ploration which fuses Argen¬ 
tinean tango with “diverse con¬ 
temporary and ancient musics, 
Indian classical music, baroque 
music and free improvisation.” 
The disc features traditional 
pieces composed around the be¬ 
ginning of the 20th century, when 
the tango was young. Although 
project co-instigator Santiago 
Vazquez notes that in these 
arrangements one can hear older 
musical styles such as milongas 
(rhythms with African influence) 
and a habanera, as well as original 
music inspired by Argentinean 
folk rhythms, the modern 
arrangements render most tradi¬ 
tional melodies barely recogniz¬ 
able. The degree of jazz improvi¬ 
sation heard on the opening se¬ 
lection’s tango milonga “El 
Choclo” may disturb an ethno- 
musicologist devoted to preserv¬ 
ing indigenous music, but the re¬ 
sults are marvelous. ▼
